ALL EXHAUSTED WHEN SAVED 


Ten Men and Two Women on Bark 
Ethel V. Boynton Have Narrow Es- 
cape From Death After Their Ship 
Is Wrecked by Heavy Sea In Mid- 
Ocean—-Picked Up by Steamer 


New York, Feb. 1.—A fale of ship- 
wreck, in which ten men and two 
women, short of food and water, 
drifted for six days on a waterlogged 
bark until piece by piece the vessel 
broke up, leaving them to float an- 
other day on a flimsy raft, was told on 
the arrival of the steamer Monterey 
irom Cuba with seven of the crew of 
the American bark Ethel V. Boyn- 
ton. 

During all that time the dozen ship- 
wrecked seafarers existed upon a to- 
tal of two pounds of canned food 
emong them and a pint a day each of 
brackish drinking water. 

With the five cther members of the 
bark’s company, including Captain 
Waldemar, his wife and niece, the 
seven members of the crew who 
reached New York were rescued Jan. 
18 about 200 miles west of Bermuda 
by the steamer Manzanillo and Janded 


at Santiago, Cuba. All had suffered 
so much from privation and exposure 
that it Wag necesSary to send them to 


a hospital. ‘ 

The, Hthel V. Boynton left Mobile 
on Dec. 26, lumber laden, for 
Genoa, and on Jan. 11 ran inte a ter- 
rific southerly gale. Her cargo shift- 
ed and she sprang a leak. That 
night, according to Mate Olsen, “a 
heavy sea like a tidal wave” swept 
over the bark, carried away her wheel 
and rails, and soon filled the vesse! 
until she was waterlogged and help- 
less. 

“The next morning found us a total 


wreck,’ continued the mate. “We 
tried to secure things and save a few 
stores to take them with us in. @ 
boat. In the midst of our prepara- 
tions, the foreyard came crashing 
down on the deck, and we were 
obliged to cut away the rigging, and 
throw the spar overboard. .At 9 a. 
m. wé pnt the big boat in the wa- 


ter, but she was instantly smashed 
to pieces in the heavy sea and wreck- 
age that floated alongside. 

“After that the bark began to break 
up. That day the fore lower mast 
went through the bottom and, after 
hanging for four hours, drifted clear. 
We clung on, but on the afternoon of 
the fourteenth her bow broke adrift 
and left us. Two hours later her main 
deck was swept away and left us only 
the afterhouse. 

We hung to this until the sev2n- 
teenth, when our position became so 
dangerous that we decided to break 
off the top of the house and use it for 
a raft. On this small remnant the 
twelve of us floated off with what 
stores we had saved. 

“All we had from the time the big 
came aboard was two pounds 
of canned tripe, and about a pint of 
water each for a day's ration, and the 
Was partly salt.

Qualities of the Topaz. 

The name of the precious stone iu 
serted in the ring of Gyges has not 
been handed down to us, but it is prob- 
able that it was the topaz, whose won- 
ders Philostrates recounts in the life 
of Apollonius. An attribute of the sun 
and of fire, the ancients called it the 
gold magnet, as it was credited with 
the power of attracting that metal, in- 
dicating its. veins 
the treasures. Heliodorus in his story 
of Theagenes and Charicles says that 
the topaz saves from fire all those who 
wear it and that Charicles was pre- 
served by a topaz from the fiery venge- 
ance of Arsaces, queen of Ethiopia. 
This stone was one of the first talis- 
mans that Theagenes possessed in 
Egypt. The topaz at present symbol- 
izes Christian virtues—faith, justice, 
temperance, gentleness, clemency.

KILLS THREE AND SELF 


Real Estate Operator Uses Rifle 

Equipped With Maxim Silencer 

New York, Feb. 2.—Investigation 
of the slaying of his wife and two 
daughters by Herman Auerbach shows 
that Auerbach, who afterwards killed 
himself, used a rifle equipped with 4 
Maxim silencer. There is every evi- 
dence the crime had been planned for 
severdl days. 

The coroner expressed the beliel 
that Auerbach’s despondency was due 
to recent depreciation in value of 
mortgages and securities which he 
held. Until a few years ago Auer> 
bach had been a Member of a candy 
firm in this city, from which he with- 
drew to devote his attention to real 
estate. A few months ago, it is said, 
his property was valued at nearly 
$1,000,000. 


CAN INDICT WOMAN 
AS-CO-CONSPIRATOR 


Supreme Court Interpretation 
of White Slave Law 


Washington, Feb. 2.—The federal 
white slave law was interpreted by 
the supreme court as authorizing the 
indictment of a woman, transported in 
violation of the law, as a co-conspira- 
tor with the person who caused her 
to be transported. 

Justice Holmes, announcing the 
court’s opinion, intimated that a 
woman could be indicted also if she 
engaged in a conspiracy to have her- 
self transported with a view to black- 
mail. Justice Lamar rendered a dis- 
senting opinion in which Justice Daj 
concurred. 

Supreme court lawyers, skilled in 
the administration of the act, were 
of the opinion that the decision would 
have the effect of making prosecution: 
very difficult.

At Har- 
bin, for mstatice, “Japanese were “in 
great defini as” teachers Of" their 
mother tengtié Many Japanese “Dar- 
bers and latindrymen shut up their 
shops and became instrnctors of Japa-. 
nese. : 

As in most cases the instruction was 
not conducted on a systematic method. 
many Russian students of Japanese 
nly succeeded in acquiring a smatter- 
ing of the language. 

Then one day a Japanese interpreter 
who taught Japanese to Russian rail- 
way men at Harbin received a letter 
from one of his whilom pupils asking 
for a certificate of his proficiency. As 
a matter of fact, his knowledge of Jap- 
anese does not extend beyond what 
may be called pidgin Japanese, but a 
certificate was forwarded to him as | 
requested. 

A few weeks later the interpreter 
was surprised to receive a letter from 
the Russian informing him that he bad 
been engaged by the government as 
professor of Japanese at a monthly 
salary of 500 roubles.—Japanese Chron- 
icle.

The Great Naturatist’s Plea For the 
Preservation of Forests. 

Few men loved and knew trees bet- 
ter than John Muir, the naturalist of 
the Sierras. He fought bard to pre 
serve the forests, and in one of his 
books he says: 

All sort of local laws and regula- 
tions have been tried and found waunt- 
‘ing, and the Costly lesseus of our Own 
experience as weil ‘as /that of e¥éry 
civilized nation show @¢fclusively that 
the fate of the remnant of our forests 


is in the hands of. the federal govern: ! 


Ment and that if the remnant is to be 
saved at all it nust be saved quickly: 

Any fool can destroy trees. They 
camot run away, and if they could 
they would still be destroyed—chased 
and hunted down as long as @un or a 
dollar could be got out of their bark 
hides, branching horns or magnificent 
bole backbones. Few that fell trees 
plant them. Nor would planting avail 
much toward getting. back «anything 


like the noble primeval forests. Dur- | 


ing a man’s life only saplings ean be 
grown in the place of the old trees— 
tens of centuries old—that have been 
destroyed. It took more than 3,000 
years to make some of the trees in 
these western woods—trees that are 
still standing in perfect strength and 
beauty, waving and surding in the 
inighty forests of the Sierra. 

Through all the wonderful eventful 
centuries since Christ’s time—and long 
before that—God has cared for these 
trees, saved them from drought, dis 
ease, avalanches and a thousand strain- 
ing, leveling tempests and floods. but 
he cannot save them from fouls. Only 
Uncle Sam can do that. 


AN ARCTIC DRAMA. 


Playing to the Coldest House Known 
In Theatrical History.

The outside temperature was 36 de 
grees below zero. In the “theater” it 
was 25 degrees below behind the scenes

dieuce was seated. One of the sailors 
had to enact the part of a damsel with 
bare arms, aud when a cold flatiron. 
one of the properties, touched bis skin 
the sensation was that of a hot iron. 
On Washington's birthday the crew 
had another performance. Outside the 
ship’s thermometer wes 46 degrees be 
low zero. Inside. by the aid of lamps. 
it was only 30 degrees below zero. 
“The condensation,” said Dr. Kane. 
“was so excessive that we could bare 
ly see the performers. They walked 
in a cloud of vapor. Volumes of smoke 
accompanied all vehemence of deliv- 
ery. Thelr hands steamed. When an 
actor took off his coat it smoked like a 
dish of potatoes.”—Indianapolis News.

OTHER MARKET FEATURES 


One of the things that is worrying 
the economical housewife this week 
is the fact that nour, from which the 
so-called “staff of life,” is made, has 
gone up again. This time advance is 
twenty-five cents on all brands, which 
hrings the price of the best flour up to 
$9.50 a barrel, a net advance in price 
of $2.75 per yarrel sinee the Euro- 
pean war began. The continuation of 
the war probably will mean a still 
higher figure. The price by the bag 
has advanced five cents. 

Those who depend on the baker for 
heir bread will soon find that the size 
vf the loaf for which they have been 
paying five and ten cents is growing 
smaller . The bakers have given no- 
ice that in order to meet the addi- 
‘ional cost of flour they must either 
advance the price of .bread by the 
losf or make the loaf smaller, and 
hey believe it is easier to reduce the 
size of the loaf than to increase the 
price. Ordinarily ,good flour, such as 
most people use is now $1.15 per bag 
or $8.75 perbarrel. The price 49.50 
per barrel only applies to certain 
brands. 

However, to offset the advance in 
flour, we have, as stated a week ago, 
the encouraging news that becf is 
tower. The prices this week remain 
‘he same as then. 

Some people have a craving. for 
meat and are not satisfied unless they 
have meat at least once every day. 
To these people the advance in flour 
~ill not mean so much as great meat 
raters are, as a rule. small bread eat- 
sts. Thgse who have been paying 45 
sents per pound for rump steak which 
sould be bought a few years ago for 
25 and’ 28 cents can not be blamed 
uuch if they are beginning to think 
hat the idea of the vegetarian comes 
oretty near being the right solution. 
However vegetarians are having a 
‘ittle difficulty in providing their ta- 
hles just at the present time fer they 
have to depend upon hot house vege- 
ables or in most cases upon vege- 
‘ables that are raised in the South and 
shipped North while yet green. 

There are not many. vegetables in 
he market just at present but they 
‘re beginning to come in. The new- 
‘st thing in the vegetable line to 
nake its appearance in the market is 
-hubarb, and some large and _hand- 
some rhubarb is being shown in our 
narkets, selling for five cents a pound 
Most of this comes from the South. 
Then there are some large and hand- 
tome cucumbers sclling at 20 cents 
each and some tomatoes that were 
raised in the South, which do not 
look quite as inviting. are selling at 
*0 cents a pound and as it takes but 
three or four tomatocs to make a 
pound they are pretty dear eating. 

Fruit is not high and there is some 
fine California fruit in the market. 
The hest grapefruit today in the Quin- 
-y markets is selling-four for twenty 
five cents, but it is large handsome 
fruit, thin skin and juicy. Then there 
is some white and crisp looking Bos- 
ton market celery selling for 15 cents 
a bunch. ; 

Eggs also remain the same as last 
weck, strictly fresh Quincy eggs sell- 
ing for 50 cents a dozen while cold 
storage eggs of some grades can be 
bought for half that price. 

* Poultry continues to be low for the 
season and turkey remains from 25 to 
28 cents 

_Thére is no change in the prices of 
sea food, but lobStets are still” scarce 
and high. “Most of the lobsters which 
are in the market at the present time 
come from Nova Scotia and there is 
no great supply. The price remains 
so high that local dealers are not car- 
ryifig any and the only way to get 
them in Quincy is on a special order.

A bill in which Quincy is inter- 
ested, has been admitted to the ieg- 
islature under suspension of. the rules 
It is a bill to provide a second as- 
sistant district-attorney to  Distriet- 
Attorney A: FY Baker of the south- 
eastern district, at a salary of $1200 
per year. At the hearing before the 
rules committee Mr. Baker appeared 
in its favor as did also F. G. Katz- 
mann, the assistant district-attorney. 
Should the biil go through Atty George

SEEK 'T0. GROSS THE YSER 


Rerorted to Heve Suffered Heavy 
Losses In Endeavor to Clear Way to 
French Coast Ports—Von Hinden- 
berg’s Army Suffers Terrible Cas- 
ualties In Attempt to Break Through 


Russian Lines Before Warsaw— 


Germans After British Transports— 
Forts In Dardanelles Destroyed by 
Anglo-French Warships 


London, Feb. 3.—During the last 
few days the Germans have been 
making desperate efforts to break the 
deadlock which has existed for so long 
cn both the eastern and western 
fronts. 

They have delivered a series of at- 
tacks, always preceded by artillery 
activity, on the allied lines in Flan- 
ders and France, and while in almost 
every case they have thus won 4 pre- 
liminary advantage, before the fight- 
ing was concluded the French, Brit- 
ish and Belgians have been able to 
regain the trenches temporarily lost 
anc, in some cases, to occupy the 
German positions. 

In these attacks, according to the 
lreports of the British and French 
|general staffs, the Germans have suf- 
fered severe losses.

between éastern Maine and New 
Brunswick, was made, and one of the } 
three. spang of the structure was 
blown up by dynamite. 

inquiry le@ to the arrest at a local 
hotel of a man who gave his name as 
Van Horn, Acteording tothe police, 
the prisoner claimed. te be an officer 
in the service. of Germany, but re- 
fused to divaige his rank. 

The police assert that:he admitted 
that he exploded the dynamite under 
& section of the bridge and that a 
dynamite cap and a_plan of,the bridge 
were found.in his pockets. 

In.the winter season St, John is the 
principaj, eastern port of Canada, and 
thence has come from Montreal and 
further west. great quantities of pro- 
visions, and other munitions of war 
for shipment to England and France. 
‘he shipments have passed over the 
bridge which it was sought to destroy. 

It is a part of the most direct ‘route 
from the West, as, cutting across the 
State of, Maine, it is several hundred 
mifes shorter. than the northern 
route operated by the Canadian gov- 
ernment, which follows the St. Law- 
rence river to Little Metis, Que., and 
then turns south to Moncton, St. 
John and Halifax.. The loss of the 
bridge would delay, but not interrupt, 
the transportation of war materials to 
the coast. 

Railroad offictals, after a careful 
examination ofthe bridge, decided 
that the explosion had been a failure 
as far ag serions damage was con- 
cerned. The intention ‘apparently 
had been to blow out one of the abut- 
ments, but this was not successful. 
instead, the force of the explosion 
Was up through the bridge. 

Sleepers were blown out, the rails 
were twisted and.a girder was dam- 
aged, but repairg;can.be made with- 
inaday. The foundation ¢ of the span 
was not damaged. 

Temporary repairs. were made so 
that cars could be pushed across one 
at a time, within,a few hours, dy a 
wrecking crew from Bangor. A plank 
walk was laid acress the ice for pas- 
sengers to cross the river. 

The bridge is, the connecting link 
between the Maine Central and the 
Canadian Pacific tracks, the Canadian 
Pacitic having traffic right over. the 
former road from Mattawamkeag to 
the boundary. This is the through 
route from upper and western Can- 
ada to the maritime provinces, di- 
rectly connecting Montreal with the 
ports of St. John and Halifax. 

The attack on the bridge caused 
great excitement on the New Bruns- 
wick side, where rumors of a German 
Plot spread rapidly and resulted in an 
immediate investigation by the prin- 
eipal authorities. * 

Van. Horn, aceording to the police, 
described himself'as 37 years Of age. 
He igs 5 feet 11 inches in height and 
weighs about 200 pounds. He is 
smooth shaven. The arrest was made 
by Deputy Sheriff Ross, who was ac- 
companied by a Maine Central rail- 
road detective and two Canadian of- 
ficers from MacAdam Junction, N. B 

The man was removed to the United 
States immigration rooms, where he 
was closely guarded. Ross notified 
the United States marshal and the 
United Setates district attorney at 
Portland, asking for instructions. 

When taken into custody at his 
room in the hotel Van Horn made no 
resistance, but is alleged to have told 
the officers the circumstances of the 
dynamiting. .He did not appear to be 
able to speak very good English. 
There were no papers found to identi- 
fy him. In a coat pocket he carried 
a German flag. 

Asked why he had dynamited the 
bridge, the prisoner, the police say, 
made thé’ simple explanation that his 
country was at war with Great Brit- 
ain and that Canada was a part of the 
enemy’s ‘cout ‘ry. He ‘said, accord: 
ing to the officers, that he came from

The arrest of Var Horn has aroused 
spetial interest because of the fact 
that he was taken fnto custody ~on 


‘PAmerican territory and was made a 


prisoner of the staté‘of Maine. To

pending advice from the federal goy- 
ernment. 

The Canadian authorities indicated 
t they’ would, immediately make 
representations at Washington with a 
view to extradition on the ground that 
the dynamiting had been done on the 
Canadian side of the border. 

On the other hend, it was said that 
Van Horn would be.defended against 
extradition, basing his claim for the 
protection of the United States on his 
assertion that he. had committed an

Lying, as it does, within one of the 
two great earthquake zones of the 
earth, Italy’s uneasy surface attract- 
ed the attention of the Greek philoso- 
phers as far back as 400 B. C. Aris- 
totle made a careful study of Italian 
earthquake phenomena, and reached 
the conclusion that their number and 
violence were due to the unusual num- 
ber and size of the earth caverns in 
southern Italy, within which, he

The earliest reporter of an earth- 
quake in Italy was Lucretius the Epi- 
curean, who lived from 95 to 55 B. C. 
His account of the quake, however, 
concerns itself entirely with the dis- 
turbance and its effect upon his own 
mental equilibrium and utterly omits 
such details as the number of dead and 
injured and the property damage. 

The first serious earthquake in Italy | 
in the Christian era occurred in the 
neighborhood of Vesuvius in the year 
63. The Tempie of Jupiter at Pompeii 
was thrown down, and considerable 
loss of life and property occurred. This‘! 
tarthgquake was-the subject of a care- 
ful investigation by Pliny the Elder. 


Great. Eruption of Vesuvius: 
In A, D. 79, however, occurred the, 


treat eruption of Vesuvius, “which was i 


accompaniéd: by ‘violent! Searthgatke 
shocks extentting over the whole south- 
ern end of the peninsula. -There was 
a great loss of life, among the killed 
being Pliny the Eider himself, and the 
cities of. Pompeii and Herculaneum 
were buriéd beneath the ashes of the 
truption. 

The peninsula was comparatively 
quiet after this disaster until 543, when 
a great earthquake shock was felt from 
Sicily. to the Alps and caused many.’

MAGRATH CASE 


Boston papers comment editorially 
upon the verdict in the Magrath case. 
George Wi Miller, formerly of this 
city, was a prominent figure in the 
case; “being fond guilty of conspiracy 
to'' discredit the administration of pub- 
lit’ justice” ang to deprive Dr. Magrath, 
medical examiner’ of Suffolk county, of 
office. ¢ 

When asked én several occasions his 


‘reasons for failing’ to reappoint Dr. 


George B. Magrath medical examiner 
of Suffolk County, as urged by the 
medical profession, or te name a com- 
petent successor, Governor Walsh has 
offered the excuse that, in justice to 
the examiner and the public, he was 
awaiting the disposition by, the court 
of pending cases involving Dr. Magrath 
and his accusers. The jury, in a 
sealed verdict, opened today, frees one 
of these accusers but finds the other 
two guilty, one of them of larceny and 
conspiracy to steal, and both of them 
of conspiracy to discredit Dr. Ma- 
grath. The two convicted men were 
formerly employed at the North Grove 
Street Morgue. App arently the gov- 
ernor regarded seriously their charges 
which reflected both upon the work 
and the integrity of the medical exam- 
iner. In another case, some weeks 
ago, the verdict of the jury was in fa- 
vor of the medical examiner. Shortly 
after his first inauguration the gover- 
nor expressed the intention of ulti- 
mately reappointing Dr. Magrath medi- 
cal examiner, but added that he 
thought no harm would come if he 
“took his time about it.” We submit 
that the lapse of more than a year is 
taking entirely too much time to fill an 
office of the importance and responsi- 
bility of the medical examiner of Suf- 
folk County. Governor Walsh should 
either reappoint Dr. Magrath or ap- 
point his successor, and then the pub- 
lis will know whether the appointment 
is dictated by*a sense of fair play and 
regard for the public service or by the 
wishes of Mr. Lomasney.—Transcript 


Now that the court cases, which 
were the cause of the failure to reap- 
point the medical examiner of the coun- 
‘y, have . heen settled by the courts, 
most of the legal and medical practi- 
tieners of this section hope to see Doc- 
tor Magrath reappointed. That he is 
one of the most efficient men in the 
State’s service, in his own particular 
line, seems to be beyond contradiction 
That he has made a very high record 
in his office, seems to be the concur- 
rent testimony of competent observers. 
That a plot was on foot to discredit 
him, the recent verdict of the court 
implies, plainly enough. That it was 
inspired by a notoriously cheap gang 
of Boston politicians is current politi- 
cal gossip. The work of the medical 
examiner of Massachusetts should be 
kept absolutely free from any influ- 
ence by gangsters or crooks. Since 
@octor Magrath had the pluck and the 
public spirit to defy the crooked city 
bosses, he should have the hearty sup- 
port of the executive, now that the 
charged against him have*been proved 
to he so baseless.—Advertiser.

SWISS MiLITARY SYSTEM. 


With No Standing Army Every Citizen 
Ils a Trained Soldier. 

The republic of Switzerland furnish 
es an example in the way of military 
preparedness well worth study. It 
bas no standing army, and set every 
man is a trained soldier and can at 
any time be called upen to, et 7 his 
country. 2° J ’ 

Military training in A Soa haere 
gins at tiie!age of ‘ciztit years. From 
the ages of seventeen to forty-nine 
service is compulsory at the call of 
the state. All males not incapacitated 
serve thirteen years in the aufzug. 
twelve years in the Jandwebr und six 
years in the landsturm From eight 
years to seventeen the boys receive 
military instruction in the public 
schools, and when they enter the auf 
zug they are prepared for uctual train 
ing in arms. In the first year of their 
service they spend from sixty-seven to 
ninety-two days in camp or maneuvers, 
depending upon whether they belong 
to cavalry, infantry, artillery or engi 
neers, In each subsequent year they 
serve thirteen days. 

The total service for the thirteen 
years is 14] days for infantry, 146 for 
engineers, 160 for cavalry and 163 for 
artillery. This makes u total of less 
than six months for the thirteen years. 
but the training is that of actual! war 
fare and the product is trained and 
seasoned soldiers. 

This Swiss force can only be called 
for defense against invasion. For an 
offensive campaign a cew army must 
be raised by volunteering.—Newark 
News. 


SPAIN’S WOMAN WARRIOR. 


The Maid of Saragossa and How She 
Saved Her City. 

The Spaniards have erected a monu 
ment to the memory of Angostina 
Zaragoza, whose bravery during the 
peninsular war saved. her city. 

In July, 1808, the French were press 
ing hard upon Saragossa. The hardest 
fighting occurred at Portillo gate 
where the uassuulting batteries more 
than once reiched the dilapidated 
earthworks. The 
ish battery were shot down one nufter 
another, the survivors falling before 
they could discharge the last loaded 
gun. 

The infantry flinched, and the French 
were closing in when a young woman 
betrothed to a young sergeant of artil 
lery who had just fallen rushed in 
snatched the lighted match from her 
dying lover’s hand and fired the andis 
charged twenty-four pounder intu the 
head of the advancing column. 

The enemy was thrown back. The 
citizens with a cheer rushed forward 
reoccupied the battery and the assault 
was checked. 

Angostina Zaragoza received from 
ber government a commission as sub- 
lieutenant of the artillery and a life 
pension. A few years later she wa> 
seen by an English traveler serving 
with ber battery in Andalusia. She 
wore a blue artillery tunic, on the 
sleeve of which wus a shield of bonor 
—Washington Star.

London, Feb. 5.—The German ad- 
miralty has issued the following com- 
munication: 

“The waters aronnd Great Britain 
and Ireland, including the whole Eng- 
lish channel, are declared a war zone 
trem and after Feb. 18, 1915. ™ 

“Every enemy merchant ship fourd 
in this war zone will be destroyed, 
even if it is impossible to avert dan- 
gers which threaten the crew and 
passengers. 

“Also, neutral ships in the war zone 
are in danger, as in consequence of 
the misuse of neutral flags ordered by 
the British government on Jan. $l 
and in view of the hazards-of naval 
warfare, it cannot always be avoided 
that attacks meant for enemy ships 
endanger neutral ships. 

“Shipping northward, around the 
{Shetland islands, in the eastern 
basin of the North sga, and in a strip 
of at teast thirty nautical miles in 
breadth along the Dutch coast is en- 
dangered in the same way.” 

That this portends a vigorous cam- 
paign by German submarines, not 
only against hostile war vessels but 
tl asi ust merchantmen, is plainly read 
| between the lines of the communica- 
ticn. 

Retaliation for the virtual embargo 
established by Great Britain on the 
carrying of foodstuffs into Germany 
is apparently to take the form of re- 
prisals on shipping. And the broad 
hint that even neutral ships are: not 
sale is taken to mean that the Ger- 
man policy will De to launch its tor- 
pedoes first and make inquiries after- 
"ward. 

British authorities on international 
law say this communication is tanta- 
mount to an act of hostility to neutral} 
nations. Such a decree, it is pointed 
jout, gives notice to shipping of nen- 
tral nations that if it goes into a cer- 
tain portion of the high seas it takes 
its chances on being blown up. . An 
inconvenience to neutral veSsels, it 
is said, can readily be considered an 
| act of hostility. 

{ Turks Attack Suez Canal 

The Turks at last have made a 
definite attack on the Suez canal, but 
jaiter a sharp fight they were driven 
lon with heavy losses. 

H After a fruitless attempt made to 
briage the canal near Toussoum, they 
returned to the attack with a force 
jestimated at 12,000 streng and> six 
battalions of artillery and assayed to 
get across the waterway on_ratts.

The bill amending the city charter 
relative to the filling of vacancies in 
the mayor or members of 
the city council has been passed 
by the House and is now before the 
Senate. It is not expected that the 
bil! will encounter opposition. “There 
seems to be a genera! belief, however, 
that the bill should be amended some- 
what before it is finally passed. 

As the charter now reads in the 
case of a vacancy in the office of 
nuiyor, within three months from the 
end of the year, the position is filled 
by the president. of the city council. 
This happened last year, 4s is well 
known ,and° Joseph L. Whiton filled 
both the office of mayor and presi- 
gent of the council. 

The general impression seems to 
be that when the president assumes 
the office of mayor his position as a 
member of the city council and presi- 
dent should be declared vacant, and 
that the vacancy thus created should 
be filled by the election of a new 
member. 

The reason for this is because it is 
not believed to be good business for 
a man to hold two such important 
pesitions at one and the same time 
and then again that as mayor he 
shoutd not ‘he called to pass in final 
judgment upon a maiter in which he 
took part in ‘passing threugh ‘he 
council.

Lashed or Grasping Lines on Raft

blasts and ponderous seas off the Geor- 
gia coast. 
| The wife of the skipper, Captain G. 
W. Waldemar, and his niece, Gladys 
Larrock of Boston, were.in a ship’s 
_company of thirteen all told that drift- 
ed six Gays lashed or grasping life lines 
on a raft and the detached deckhouse 
of the barkentine. Sharks swarmed 
around them at times, and the more 
| vigorous of the castaways for diversion 
batted the big fellows over the snout 
Whenever they came near enough to 
disturb the serenity of the women. 

Cargo Lashed to Deck. 

The Boynton sailed from Mobile for 
,Genoa on Dec. 26 with a full cargo of 
‘iumber, a larger part lashed on detk. 

Off the Florida coast on Jan. 11 a 
‘heavy southeasterly gale dashed up tall 
séas and forced the lumber ship to 

lieave to under storm trysail, The gale 
‘increased to a hurricane, and, fearing 
‘she might pound out her bow in the 
ferashing combers, the skipper turned 
tail to the blast and ran miles to the 
/northward under bare poles. 

The deck load shifted in the fifght 
/dewn the wind, and the old ship began 
\to leak. All hands were on deck; the 
i starboard watch at the pumps and the 
port watch trying to jettison the deck 
load, which imperiled the lives of all 
hands. The women were safe from 
;the tumult in the after deck house. 

i The deck eargo, relieved of its Iash- 
‘ings, went*by the board on the morn- 
ing of Jan. 12. The Boynton was then 


awash, and floundering in the trough 
of the waves. 
Hit by Huge Wave. 

A monster sea, which the mate call- 
eda “tidal wave” but which doubtless 
{was a cumulative wave, or two or 
| more waves rolled into one, rose forty 
feet above the vessel and descended on 
, the deck thunderously. 
| At 2:30 o'clock the next morning a 
| wave almost as big as the giant bourd- 
‘ed the wreck and swept the forward 
(house into the tumult. The men cut 
‘away the main and mizzen masts at 
}daylight. The foremast later jammed 
itself through the bottom of the ship. ° 
| The yawl had escaped the smashing 
| seas, and an effort was made to launch 
iit. The drifting lumber stove it in, 
}and finally it was broken to match- 
i wood. The cargo below the main deck, 


| forced up by the water, lifted the deck 
from the after house to the place where 
| the forward house had been, and the 
i big section went sailing off by itself 
/and was soon out of view to leeward. 
| The released beams and boards leaped 
jand rolled out of the barkentine from 
| both sides. 

The skipper and the lusty mate, with 
the crew, attacked the after deck 
| house and with axes and naked hands 
got off the top to use as a raft. All 
hands got aboard, and the Seas launch- 
ed it. 
| The next morning, the mate says, he 
did something that no castaway in his 
memory of wrecks ever ,did—that is, as 
he said smilingly, ‘we sighted the main 
'deck.’ which had drifted back in a 
shift of the gale. 

Refts Lashed Together. / 

} The smauter raft felt as if it might 
soon go to pieces, and it was decided 
ito board the main deck. Two hours 
of hard paddling with broken oars 
brought the little raft to the big. one, 
and after lashing the two, the sea hav- 
ing gone down somewhat, all hands 
made the transfer, the men assisting 
the women. At the end of several 
days the main deck began to break 
up, and the castaways. with life lines 
around them, made their way back to 
the smaller raft. The women lay down 
find were lashed, and the men held to 
life lines. ° 

At 10:30 that morning, Jan. 18, the 
Manzanillo hove in sight. The mate, 
heing the tatlest in the party, waved 
as a signal of distress the only bunt- 
ing saved, the international code sig- 
nal R, a square’ fiag with a yellow 
cross on a red ground, which had been 
made fast to an end of a long piece of 
board.

Yale Deciphers Law Said to Be 4,000 
Years Old. 

Légal obstacles’ which the ancient 
Babylonians had to avoid when hiring 
rowbodts or in eloping with the woman 
of their choive against the will of an 
irate father and the laws dealing with 
the il] treatment of women, the repu- 
dination of adopted children and the kill- 
ing of hired oxen by liéhs are outlined 
iu a tablet. believed to be 4,000 years 
old, which is in the possession of Yale 
university. 

The stone is heavily inerusted, it was 
said, but part of it has been cleaned 
and the writing translated. The laws 
are in the Sumerian language, that of 
southern Babylonia prior to the con- 
quest of the Serhites in the time of 
Hammurabi. 

The statutes are believed to have 
been written about 2500 B. Cc. The 
tablet was recently taken from an ex- 
cavation.

Points 


Oyster Stews. 
There are many receipes for oyster 
One must be careful about the 
length of time the stew is cooked. The 
special point is to achieye a broth that 
is piping hot and filled with plenty of 


| oysters. The oysters must be cooked 


enough to be shriveled. If thickened 
with eggs or flour the broth must be 
Smooth and creamy, not a pasty, 
lumpy, curdied fluid. 

To avoid imperfections strain the 


| oyster liquid to free it from sand and 


shell; rub together the butter and flour 


used for thiekening until thoroughly 


kneaded and stir until smooth and 
even. Care must be taken in measuring 
the flour for a cream soup. One table- 
spoonful to the same quantity of but- 
ter or one ounce of each by weight 
will usually make a quart of cream 
soup of the right thickness.

Baked Potatoes and Eggplant. 

It is better always to help the steam 
to escape from buked potatoes by 
pricking them either before they are 
put into the oven about three times 
with a steel fork or when they are 
nearly done and the water in them has 
n good deal expanded in steam. Once 
in awhile a potato will burst if this 
is not done, and this makes work as 
well as loss. 

And, speaking of bursting. there is; 
no explosion on a small scale that is 
much louder or bas a more complete 
seattering of substance as its accom- 
paniment than from an eggplant which 
is not pricked in time, some time before 
it is soft. This sort of thing is per- 
haps more likely to happen if the vege- 
table is put in the oven straight from 
the refrigerator. 

In the course of baking the skin of 
this vegetable becomes drier and drier 
until it is stiff and hard as the hardest 
leather and as shiny as that called 
patent. The vegetable being so large- 
ly water, when this is thoroughly hot 
and begins to turn to steam, the cook 
should provide a vent; otherwise she 
will lose her eggplant. get a good 
fright and have a Very mussy oven to 
clean. 


Cream Puff Shells. 

Cream puff shells, which are not at 
all difficult to make. are a great help 
in arranging dainty meals. Not only 
for desserts and entrees, but for the 
main course at Juncheon, they may b 
used to advantage. 

The shells, filled with a salad or 
aspic jelly. are something of a novelty. 
and as they lend themselves to attrac- 
tive garnishing they have much ip 
their favor. 

For desserts they may be used in 
many ways. Filled with ‘ice cream. 
fresh or cooked frnit., topped with 
whipped cream or wWeringne or with 
any one of the numerous cold custards 
or a blancmange, they wil! not fail to 
find a welcome. 


Keeping Lemons. 

Lemons can be kept a long time with’ 
out becoming dry if put into a jar of 
water with a lid. The water should 
be changed once a week if they are to 
be kept long. When used they will be 
quite as firm as when fresh and, if 
anything, more juicy. 

The juice of a lemon added to a pan 
of water will freshen wilted vegeta- 
bles. Let them stand in it for an hour. 


Boiling Rice. 
When boiling rice 2dd a little lemon 
juice to the water. This will give it 
a nice white appearance and mike it

his houSekeeper about the premises. 

Zebris lay flat on his back in the 
front room of his house with two bul- 
fet! wounds through his heart’ and a 
cord tied tightly ardund' his neck. The 
} cord had cut the skin so deeply that 
itt was not noticeable at first. 

The housekeeper, who was found 
at the top of the attic stairs, was shot 
, through the mouth and the right 
eWrist. Two cords, one similar to 
that which was about Zebris’ throat, 
| were tied around her neck. Phe oth- 
e: cord was cut from a clothesline in 
the attic. 

Mrs. Schnyder rushed to the street 
and notified Policeman Lyon. | Thé 
officer made a search of the house and 
notitied polite headqtarters. Medi- 
| cal Pxaminer Wright was shortly on 
the scene, but nothing dévéloped that 
threw any light’on the mystery. " 

In’ the front room where the body 
lor the dead priest lay were found 
three or four empty cartridge shells; |! 
jbut no other evidence. The policé 
gave credénce to the theory that the 
chime was Oe of revenge, believing 
that Zebris Was called to the door by 
the murderer and after a fight, during 
which he was forced into the front 
room of the house, was first shot and 
then bound ubout the throat with the 
cord.

prisons. 

The counties pay the expenses -of 
he superior courts, salaries of 
sheriffs and clerks of courts. Court 
buildings are maintained at great ex- 
venditure. In 1900 Norfolk County 
alone paid out for prisons $22,210; 
minor courts $109,500 and _ superior 
courts another $22,000 which with 
sheriffs and.clerks salaries, truant 
schools, ete. make a total over 
$60,000.

She 
felt that it was a bad mistake for 
Turkey to become imyolved, as both 
Germany and England had been its 
protector against the Russians in the 
past in saving Constantinople. 

Miss Kenney said that when Turkey 
is opened up for develonment and 
higher education and civilization get 
to work its vast resources will sur- 
prise the world as there are great 
fields for copper, silver, coal and 
iron untouched.

and plans discussed which will prob- 
ably result in the immediate summon- 
ing of private detectives to take a 
hand in unravelling the mystery. 

Developments haye strengthened the 
police in the theory that the murder 
Was the result of a deliberate plot of 
enemies of the priest to do away with 
him, despite the fact that he was he- 
lieved by some to possess considerable 
money. : 

That he was in an almost impover- 
ished condition, however, is eyi- 
denced by the fact that. twice since 
Jan. 1 he had been obliged to borrow 
sums of $100 and $400 fram persons 
in this city to earry on the work of 
hig parish. 

lt was also made known that Miss 
Anuie Gutouskas, the parochial 


wait on two occasions,recently until 
the priest could arrange for funds ta 
pay her weekly salary. 

Conditions in the reetory indicated 
that the priest Hved lived most fru- 
gally, there being evidence that the 
housework had apparently been sadly 
neglected, the affairs of his home be- 
ing subordinated to the church labors. 

Zebris lived on a salary of $1000 per 
year and gave much of this to his 
echureh work, having contributed 
about $8000.to the church out of his 
awn tunds in the past ten years. 

That he was hard pressed for funds 
is also shown by the recent sale ot 
his interest in a bakery at Union 
City, Conn. The business was yalued 
at $10,000, and Zebris had been paid 
$2000 and had threatened foreclosure 
to get the balance. The police are 
investigating this affair in the hope 
that it may possibly develop a clew 
in the murder mystery. 

The city council voted to offer a re- 
ward of $1000 for the apprehension 
of the murderer or murderers, and 
Governor Holcomb stated at Hartford 
that the state of Connecticut would 
offer a reward of a like amount. 

The autopsy was completed, but the 
report was Hot made public.

Mayor and Council Com 
mittee Find Is 
Deficiency Of 

Apparatus 


TO RECOMMEND REMEDY 


The Mayor, assisted by the city 
council committee on fire department 
has been making an investigation of 
that department in accordance with 
the statement contained in the May- 
or’s inaugural to the effect that the 
fire department was very deficient 
the point of apparatus and equipment 
Conditions found according to the 
Mayor seemed to justify his state- 
ment and there is no doubt but what 
urgent recommendations will be made 
to the council in the near future. 

For the past 17 years there have been 
practically no repairs or improve- 
ments in the equipment other than the 
few pieces of motor apparatus which 
have been installed, but no attention 
has been paid to the alarm syste. 
The circuits were found to be very 
much over-loaded, there being 28 box- 
es on one circuit, which would re- 
sult in a bad mixup of alarms should 
there be two alarms come in from 
boxes on that circuit. The condi- 
tion of the wires was found to be bad 
and many of the boxes are continu- 
ally out of order. 

The result of this investigation by 
the committee and mayor has been 
the bringing to Quincy of an expert 
in fire alarm systems and a thorough 
examination has been made by him 
the result of which has been the sug- 
gestion of a method to bring that de- 
partment, insofar as the alarm system 
is concerned, to a high point of effi- 
ciency. To do this will require the 
replacement of approximately 14 miles 
of new wires with 1400 or 1500 feet 
of special covered copper wires for 
underground work, besides the adop- 
tion of a new storage battery, switch- 
board, protector board, punching reg- 
ister (which will punch the box num- 
ber automatically on a long tape) thus 
keeping absolute record of the box 
calling and not depending on the 
counting of the number. 

If this entire method is finally re- 
ported to the council it will require an 
additional appropriation for a buiid- 
ing independent of the fire station to 
accommodate the apparatus, but the 
installation of the same and its full 
€quipment will mean itis claimed the 
very best in fire alarm systems and 
one that will last 40 or 50 years. It 
has been estimated that the cost, in- 
cluding building for installation, wil! 
approximately be $15,000 The may- 
or and committce have the matter un- 
der consideration at this time and no 
doubt will frame a report for the 
council in the near future with their 
recommendations.

United States Will Not Permit 


~ Them to Be Molested 
BELLIGERENTS GET WARKING 


Use of Stars and Stripes by British 
Merchantmen Considered Dangerous 
—Germany ‘Told That Friendly 
Relations May Be Charged Should 
American Vessel Be Destroyed 


Washington, Feb. 12.—The United 
States has warned Great Britain and 
Germany, respectively, that general 
use of the American fiag by British 
vessels would be viewed with grave 
concern here, and that the destruc- 
tion by Germany of any American 


‘vessel in the newly prescribed war 


zone would lead to serious compli- 
cations. 

It became known that the text of 
the two notes sent to Great Britain 
and Germany expressed much more 
emphatically than had been generally 
known the displeasure of the United 
States at the use of neutral flags by 
British merchantmen, and its solici- 
tude over the implication that neutrai 
vessels were liable to destruction by 
German submarines in the waters 
around Great Britain and Ireland. 

In the document which has been 
trausmitted to Ambassador Gerard at 
terlin for presentation to the German 
foreign office there is a friendly but 


' poirted statement that American ves- 


sels should. have free and unrestricted 
passage through the high seas and un- 
blockaded waters and that destruction 
of an American vessel might lead to 4 
change in the hitherto friendly rela- 
tions which have existed between the 
United States and Germany. ¢ 
While in the note to Great Britain 
the representations 


on the statement of the British foreign

has stated its position unequivocally. 

The text of the two documents were 
published by the state department. 
Among the diplomatists in Washing- 
ton the fact that the United States 
has taken a pronounced stand created 
a profound impression.

trals, though the various foreign of- 
fices, through their ministers in 
Washington, have consulted the 
American government as to its atti- 
tude.

WIRELESS PHONE OVER | 
SEA SOON A REALITY. 


Peter Cooper Hewitt Now Perfecting 
Invention—Tests Successful. 


Wireless telephoning across the At- 
lantic ocean is possible, according to 
Peter Cooper Hewitt, whose invention 
made possible the three relay stations 
which have been utilized by the Amer- 
ican Bell Telephone company in talk- 
ing directly from New York to San 
Francisco, Mr. Hewitt is now work- 
ing on an oscillator which he believes™ 


will obviate all difficulties heretofore | 
experienced in using wireless for tele- | 


phoning. 

His oscillator has already proved 
practicable for short distances. He 
has talked several times to persons at 
Columbia university, New York, four 
and a half miles from his experimental 
laboratory on the roof of Muadison 
Square Garden, with perfect results. 
The problem that remafhs is_ to 
strengthen the oscillator to carry suf- 
ficient voltage to transmit messages 
long distances, and this is a matter 
that will take but a few months, Mr. ' 
Hewitt believes. 

“Within ten years I predict that ev- 
ery ship will carry wireless telephones, 
and the wireless will be used entirely 
in talking over long distances. I don't 
think it will ever prove a substitute 
for the regulation telephone in the con- 
gested districts. In time, though, prac- 
tically every farmer will have his wire- 
less telephone. and other persons living 
in lonely districts will have this easy 
method of keeping in touch with civi- 
lization.” 

The invention upon which Mr. Hew- 
itts hopes are founded is a gas and 
vapor device, which removes all the 
present defects of the wireless and 
makes the service stable and highly 
efficient at ali times. 


WHITE CLAY FOR CHOLERA. 


German’s Remedy Suggested For Rus- 
sian Prisoners. 

In view of the discovery of symp- 
toms resembling those of Asiatic chol- 
era in the concentration camp in which 
2,800 prisoners of war are confined at 
Ulm, in Germany, where four Russians 
died and eleven gickened, various 
measures have been taken, 
to the Frankfurter Zeitung, to prevent 
a spread of the disease. 

One of the most striking measures, 
which is discussed in several German 
newspapers, is the remedy advocated 
by Professor Stumpf of Wurzburg and 
Professor Graeser of Naples, 
consists of feeding the cholera patients 
simply white clay in porridge form. 

In an article describing experiments 
earried on with this method Professor 
Graeser says that the effect of this 
“white clay porridge” 
dial, but very swift, and that common 
sense should convince all who have ! 
witnessed its good results that it is bet- 
ter far than “poison and disinfectant 
pilis.” which have impressed the lay 
mind as of greuter importance. 

Nursing infants, he says, receive , 
thirty grams of white clay powder ; 
(bolus alba) in seventy to 100 grams 
in their nursing bottles; older children 
get twice as much in 120 grams of 
water every three hours. The results 
are usually manifest in twenty-four 
hours, the patients reviving and crav- 
ing food and the intestinal disturb- 
ances being eliminated. For eighteen 
hours, however, great care must 
taken not to give the patient anything 
to eat nor any drink other than water.

Compromise ‘Measure Is to te 
» Paced Before House

| Administration Plan to Place Govern- 


ment Permanently In Shipping Busi-. 
ness Does Not Meet With Favor— 


Counter Proposal After Cloture Ruie! 


Meets Filibuster [n Senate 


Washington, Feb. 13*—The fight 
Over the government ship purchase 
bill has been shifted from the senate 
to the house. Ip the senate the meas- 
ure, blocked by determined Republi- 
can opposition, was displaced as the 
unfinished business, and a cloture 
rule, designed to terminate forcibly 
the filibuster, was taken up.: 

Administration forces began work |U 
on a compromise bill to be passed 
through the house, Leaders on that 
side of the Capitol, however, are far 
from confident that the proosed com- 
from contident that the proposed sen- 
ate Democrats or win support from 
Republicans. They declare that the 
administration did not concede enough 
in the proposed eompremise to secure 
its passage. 

The cloture rule presented in the 
senate met the same Republican fili- 
buster that had blockek the shipping 
bili, ahd a conference of the Vemo- 
crats of the sengte was called to can- 
sider the advisability of continuing 
the fight for the cloture proposal or of 
abandoning it and returning to a di- 
rect contest for the shippine@bitt. 

The new bill in the house was de- 
veloped after Postmaster Genera) 
Burleson went to the Capitel and deti- 
nitely rejected the campromise meas- 
ure advanced by Representative 
Kitchin. . The Kitchin proposal con- 
templated making the shipping bill a 
purely temporary emergency measure, 
and would have taken the government 
ont of the shipping business two years 
after the termination of the Eyrepean 
war. Kitehin declared that confer- 
euces had assured the passage of this 
Measure thrqugh both branches of 
cougress. 

The administration counter’ pro- 
posal, as it is being framed, would 
organize a shipping board with an ap- 
propriation of $40,000,000 to engage 
in shipping for a period ending two. 
years after the termination of the 
war. Then the ships would be turned 
over to the secretary of the navy, to 


; be leased or operated in the merehant

child. 


service in his discretion. 

This, plan to place the goyernment 
permanently in the shipping business 
was the, point insisted upon by the 
administration. It is also the proyi- 
sion against which the senate Repub- 
lican filfbuster is chiefty aimed. 

Kitehin and cther house leaders 
say that with this provision in the 
measure it will be impossible to force 
ft through the senate in this congress. 
The administration proposal will be 
brought into the house next week.

The funeral of Rev. Jogeph Zebris, 
pastor of St. Andrews Lithuanian 
Roman Catholic chugeh, who, with hig 
housekeeper, Miss Iva E. Gilmanai- 
tis, was Slain at the ehurch rectory, 
took plaee in the church where he had 
labored for Many years. 

‘The erowds in and about the church 
during the funeral were estimated at 
10,000, fully half this number being 
unable to get inside, while ‘2000 gath- 
ered in the basement. 

Bishop Nilan and 100 priests were 
seated in the chancel and took part 
in the cerémonies. Rev. Dr. Murray, 
chancellor of Hartford diecese, was 
master of ceremonies.

court. 

‘Two boys were under arrest on the 
charge of béing neglected. ‘Their 
mother was in conrt on apatker 
charge. 

“It is not a crime to be a neglected 
it is a misfortune,” said the 
judge.

New York, Feb. 15.—Matthew A. 
Schmidt was arrested here as a fugi- 
tive from justice, on an indictment 
found in Les Angeles in October. 
1910, charging him with being inpil- 
cated in dynamiting the Los Angeles 
Times building. The arrest was made 
te upper roadway, where defectives 
had traced him after a search of tour 
years. 

Vetective Burns, who accompanied 
the Officers making the arrest, said 
that the indictment chargé@és that 
Schmidt was one cf several Men who 
went with J. B&B. McNamara to the 
works of the Giant Powder company 
in California and purehased 1009 
pounds of dynaniite. Schmidt was 
held without bail to Feb. 24 to awalt 
extradition. 

When arraigned before Magistrate 
McQuade, the prisoner said that he 
was a mechanic, aged 34, but re- 
ltused to answer the other customary 
ft questions. ‘ 
{ Aiter the arraignment, however, 
the magistrate said the man had ccn- 
fessed to him in his chambers that he 
was Matthew A. Schmidt, as alleged 
in the Los Angeles indictment. 

Burns stated that the arrest ol! 
Schmidt was the cutgrowth of an in- 
Rhapegget into a bomb explosion 
which occurred in a_ six-story fiat 
peur: on Lexington avenue, in this 
| sity, July 4 of last year, and which 
kilfed three persons, injured others 
and partly wrecked the building 

Detectives who examined the prem- 
ises becnme convinced that the 
\Gomb used was of the same type as 
| that used in blowing up the Los An- 
seles ‘Times building, and similar to 
those placed at the homes of General 
| Otis, owner of The Times, and of the 
isecretary of the Manufacturers’ as- 
sociation. 

The investigaters soon struck a 
jtrail which was followed and led to 
the arrest of Schmidt.

* Hydroaerapane’ Possible, | 


SEES BIG FORTUNE IN SIGHT. 


“Dreamer” Worked Fifteen Years on 
Device For Which He Gets Patent. 

" Dazed Over Good Luck as Fellow 
Workers Surround and Congratulate 
Him on Notable Triumph. 


Albert S. Janin, cabinetmaker, a 
few days age took off his apron in the 
shop in which he has worked eight 
hours 2 day for, the last fourteen years 
at Rosebank, N. Y., walked up to the 
foreman and resigned his job. 

He didn't quit in a huff—a fact that 
was plainly attested by the manner 
in which the foreman wrung his hand 
and bis fellow workmen crowded 
around him, their faces beaming. 

“Congratulations, Al,” said the fore- 
man simply. From somewhere in the 
crowd spoke one of Janin’s intimates: 

“The ‘Bug’ has made good. Whad- 
daya know about that?’ 

“Well,” rejoined Janin good natured- 
ly. “it no longer will be Janin the 
cabinetmaker or Janin the Bug. the 
dreamer and the impostor. | guess 
the handle to my name has been pret- 
ty firmly established as ‘Janin, inven- | 
tor of the hydroaeroplane. ” 

And that night the modest little five 
room Janin flat at 78 Clifton avenue, 
overlooking the broid sweep of New 
York's bay, was the svene of a celebra- 
tion the like of which hus never been 
seen at Rosebank. Most enthusiastic 
of the guests were men who for the 


lust ten years have scoffed at the 
strange looking winged craft in the 
Janin back yard, which, the poor car- 
penter persisted, would some day be 
recognized by the patent office as the 
first flying boat. 

Rosebank went on the map to stay 
when*word was received from Wash- 
ington that the board of examiners in 
chief of the patent office had decided 
unanimously that the man who made 
the hydroaeroplane possible was A\l- 
bert 8. Janin, the poor cabinetmaker 
of Staten Island. For four years pow- | 
erful interests had fought the claims | 
of the obscure and almost penniless | © 
carpenter through the patent office and 
to its highest court—ihe board of ex- 
aminery in chief. 


Dazed Over Good Luck. 
Just how it feels for success for als 
workman, whose $5 a day 
is barely enough to provide the neces- 
saries of life for a wife and seven cbil- 
dren, to suddenly find himself famous 
and a fortune within his grasp Janin 
tried to explain. He is still a little 
dazed over his good luck, and in his 
hour of triumph thinks only of the 
good things in store for his wife and 
the now bright futures of the seven lit- 
tle Janins, blond haired youngsters 
ranging from three to fourteen years 
of age. 

“We put it over. didn't we, mother?" 
Janin beamed, affectionately patting 
his wife. “If it hadi’t been that she 
stuck to me—believed in me when all 
the rest were poking fun and scotling— 
I never would have made it.” 

“And if it hadn't been,” Mrs. Janin 
interrupted, *that after your hard day's 
work for aimost every night in the last 
ten or fifteen years you burned the oil 
at your work bench until long after 
midnight, you never would have made 
it.” 

“The best part of this invention is 
that, unlike a whole lot of others, it's 
going to bring us money—gobs of it.” 
Janin broke in. “lor years we have 
felt the pinch of poverty, but I guess 
that day is passed. You hnow the de- 
cision of the patent office gives me a 
royalty on every hydroaeroplane turu- 
ed out in this country dating from the 
day a few weeks hence my patent is 
printed and issued by the government. 
I am told that the royalty can be fixed 
arbitrarily by the inventor. The fall- 
ure of any of these companies building 
hydroaeroplunes to come to terms, of 
course, would be followed by an in- 
fringement suit, but we don't expect 
aby such difficulty.

| How the Supply Is Conserved and Used 
In the Gegman Army. 

Suitable drinking water is of ‘rital im- 
portanée to an army, and this is only 
one of a multitude of problems that 
must be studied carefully by those who 
conduct a successful campaign. The 


water supply of a camp is a matter of | 


great importance Osly running water 
is used. ~*\-< 1.

Suitable 
Signs notify _the men which water is 
safe to drink and which may be used 
only for bathing.<.In-shallow or narrow 
streams basins; are*dng or small dams 
built sojas to forma reservoir of ample 
dimensions. 

Stepping stones are provided to keep 
the water clean, as well as board pro- 
tection to prevent the banks from 
crumbling. Basins are dug for water- 
ing horses; troughs are provided *onjy 
in case of necessity aud are then prop- 
ped on posts and filled by means of 
pumps, Pipes may be driven if water 
lies at a reasonable depth—in other 
words, not more than twenty feet. De- 
| pending upon their size, these pipes will 
deliver from four to twenty-two gal- 
lons of water per minute. 

If water lies very near the surface a 
hole is dug and a cask, the bottom of 
which has been knocked out, is placed 
in the hole to form a basin. If the wa- 
ter lies at a greater depth the basin 
may be formed of box sections driven 
in one on top of the other.—Scientific 
American.

Executed Clever Move by Taking 
Leaf Out of English Book. 


The long memorandum delivered by 
the German foreign oflice to Ambas- 


isador Gerard, explaining the German 


war zone proclamation, bas been re- 
ceived at the state department, and 
perusal of its text, which was cabled 
to American newspapers, convinced 
Washington officials that at present no 
serious issue could be raised’ with Ger- 
many over the creation of the project- 
ed war zone without at the same time 
raising identically the same issue with 
Great Britain. 

The German memorandum trans- 
mitted by Ambassador Gerard empha- 
sizes the fact—a vitally important one 
in the present situation—that Great 
Britain has declared the entire North 
sea to be a war area and that if 
England has not made impossible the 
passage of neutral shipping through 
the sea between Scotland and Norway 
she has rendered it “so difficult and so 
dangerous that she has to a certain 
extent effected a blockade of neutral 
coasts and neutral ports, in violation 
of all international laws.” 

The fact that the British govern- 
ment has done identically the same 
thing with respect to the establish- 
ment of war zones in the open seas 
beyond the three mile territorial limit 
has been officially certified to the state 
department by Sir Cecil Spring-Rice, 
the British ambassador. This was 
done three months ago, and no protest 
has ever been made by the United 
States against the action of Great Brit- 
ain in establishing such a war zone. 


Trump Card For Germany. 

It dawned upon officials in Washing- 
ton that the German government had 
executed 2 rather neat and clever 
counter diplomatic stroke in notifying 
the world of its intention to create a 
war zone around fhe British ‘sles by 
taking a leaf out of the British book 
and doing the very thing that the Brit- 
ish government had done. The British 
and German war zone orders as offi- 
cially communicated to the state de- 
partment have been compared and 
closely studied. This comparison was 
aot found to be to the disadvantage of 
the Germans. It was even suggested 
that the German government had 
played a trump card. 

The situation resolves itself some- 
thine after this fashion: For England 
the official date of the beginning of the 
war was Aug. 4. England waited until 
three months of the war had been 
fought and then Served notice on the 
neutral powers of the world of her in- 
tention to establish a war zone. The 
British war zone was set up on Nov. 5. 
The Germans waited an additional 
three months, twice as long as aid 
Great Britain, or until Feb, 4, exactly 
six months from the official British be- 
ginning of the war, and then an 
nounced its decision to establish a war 
zone very similar to that of Great 
Britain, although somewhat more ex- 
tensive. However, the principle in- 
volved with respect to both war zones 
is the same. 

War Zones Compared. 

A comparison of the British and Gew 
man war zone orders disclosed these 
striking facts: 

First.—The British government on Nov. 
notified the United States government 
that its war zone would be effective from 
Nov. §-—one day’s notice. 

Second.—The German government issued 
its war zone proclamation on Feb. 4 and 
communicated it to Ambassador Gerard 
on the same day, announcing that the 
German war zone around the British isles 
would be effective after Feb. 18—fifteen 
days’ notice. 

Tuird.—The British war zone covers the 
whole of the North sea. 

Fourth.—_The German war zone covers 
the entire Engligh channel and al! the ter- 
ritorial and high sea waters around the 
British isles. 

Fifth. --The British war zone order 
sousht to close the north of Scotland 
route around the British isies to Norwey, 
the Baltc, Denmark and Holiand. 

Sixth.—_The German war zone secks to 
close the southtrn or English channel 
route around the British isles to HollAnd, 
Norway, Sweden, Denmark and the Bal- 
tic. ; 

Seventh—The British war zone decree 
firew an arbitrary Une from the Hebrides 
islands a} the Scottish coast to Ice- 
land and warred neutral shipping that it 
would eross this line at its risk, but that 
thins of neutral nations might go to Hol- 
land and other neutral nations along the 
eastern littoral of the North sea by taking 
the English channel and strait of Dover 
route. 

EFighth.—The German war zone declaras 
that neutral. vessels will be exposed.to 
danger in the English channel, but routes 
of navigation around the north 6f Seot- 
land isiands in the eastern part of, the 
North sea and ir a strip thirty miles wide 
along the Dutch coast are not open to the 
danser zone. 

Ninth.—-The Germans make the southern 
channel routé dangerous and declare the

PROLONGED STANDING. - 


How to Treat Feet Which Have Been 
Affected by It. 


unaccustomed stunding will cause re- 
sults from tiredness and swelling of 
the feet at night. This is,relieved by 
bathing the feet in hot water to which 
a good handful of coarse salt has been 
added, afterward drying them well 
and gently rubbing them with a piece 
of flannel. This, of course, is a very 
mild remedy, and a fur more effica- 
cious bath is made by udding half an 
ounce of powdered alum, an ounée of 
borax and one of sea salt to a foot 
bath of hot water. The yzreatest relief 
will then be given, every trace of pain 
and burning Being removed. If the | 
feet in addition to’ feeling swelled and 
tired are actually tender to the touch | 
witch hazel, to which a few drops of| 
spirits of camphor bave been added,} 
should be rubbed in after the bath, 
when the most satisfactory results will 
ensue. The extract Is really invalu- 
able for tender feet, and any one who 
suffers in this way would do well to! 
see that a bottle accompanies ber on 
ber travels. 

Another homely and very valuable 
preparation for tired or aching feet is 
ammonia, and this is often more easily 
obtainable than salt in sutticient quan- 
tities, for salt is necessarily a bulky 
thing. A foot bath, with hot or just 
warm water, to which a teaspoonful of 
ammonia has been ndded, is literally a 
specific for tired, swelled and aching 
feet, and one which is easily procured. i 

After the hot foot bath it is well to 
examine tbe feet carefully, noting any 
bard patches or calloused skin and re- 
nioving them by tubbing with a file 
immediately they appear. Underneath 
the toe ball, especially of the big toe. 
and the sides of the heel frequently ,

Vienna Reports That Whole Distriet 


Has Been Cleared of Czat’s Forces 
—Austro-German Troops Pouring 
Through Carpathian Patses, Where 
Russians Are Holding Their Own 
at Only One Point—Military Opera- 
tions fh Poland Halted by Bad 
Weather—Fighting on Franco-Bel- 
gian Line Is Desuitory 


London, Feb. 16,—Dispatches from 
the eastern war fields indicate that 
the Russians have not yet rallied be- 
fore the shdden advances of Germans 
in the north and Austro-Germans in 
the south. . 

In both East Prussia and Kukowina 
the ezar's treops continue to fall back. 
The army north of Tilsit, in East 
Prussia, which had been unaccounted 
for in the géneral retreat, is now de- 
clared to have been driven over the 
frentier with their companion forces 
of the Mazurian lake distti¢t, and to 
be now seeking a placé to reorganize 
on the banks of the Niemen, with the 
pursuing Germans close at their 
heels. 

A little further north, on Russian 
territory, just across the Prussian 
perder and in the vicinity of the Prus- 
sian city of Lyck, a‘great battle is in 
progress, the Hussians?making a des- 
erate attempt to stem the German 
tide so sud@enly turned against them. 
Ousted From Bukowina 

In the Hungarian crown land of 
Bukowina, where ten days ago the 
Russians were on the point of invad- 
ine Transylvania with the prospect of 
faking Koumafia into the war with 
them, the czar’s soldférs appear fo 
fave finelly been otisted from the 
capital city of Czernowitz and to be 
rapidly retfeating in a northeasterly 
diréction to the Russian frontier. 

Optimistic dispatches from Vienna 


Kowina has been ‘cleared of Russians, 
but Petrograd does not admit this, 
Saying that fighting that is favorable 
to the Russian arms is Still fA prog- 
Tess. 

Little word comes from the Car- 
pafhian passes, Where, up to now, 
desperate fightingias beef going on, 
and it is probabi@ large numbers of 
Russians have béén shifted from this 
region for the purpose of driving back 
the great Austro-German army now 
pushing into Bukewina. 

Austro-Germans Fill Passes 

Through the Jabonlitza, the most 
easterly of these Galician passes, 
Austro-German troops-havVe poured in 
large numbers, and have occupied 
Nadworna, twenty- tive miles to the 
nerth, and are fin ‘moving to the 
north from that point towards £“anis- 
lau, an important railroad junction 
point on, the road to Lemberg, pos- 
session of which, with Halicz, a lit- 
tle further north, will give control of 
the railways befWeen central Galicia 
and Bukowina. 

Advances of varying importance 
have also been made from most of the 
remaining Carpathian passes. .The 
only point where the Rusisans have 
been able to hold their-own is the 
lower valley of the San. The Rus- 
sian losses in the last ten days in 
Galicia and Bukowina are said to be 
well over 25,000." 

Quiet In Poland 

In southern and central Poland very 
bad weather had caused a momentary 
halt in military operations, with each 
side retaining their prior positions.

Demonstrators of a self-rising flour 
company furnished hot raised bis- 
cuits in abundance to the members. 
Cther good things on the program 
were hot roast beef, mashed potatoes, 
peas, parsnips, coffee, ice cream and 
cake. The demonstrators baked Lue 
biscuits in the gas ovens in the kit- 
chen at the church and they were 
served piping hot. 

On the platform during the dinner 
aside from Rev. Adelbert L. Hudson, 
the president were William E. Hings- 
ton, the well known handwriting ex- 
pert, Henry F.,Tilden, ex-Councilman 
Charles W. Bailey, chairman of ihe 
new city planning board, ex-Council- 
man George W; Abele, also a member 
of the planning board, and ex-Repre- 
sentative Walter E. Piper of the board 
of survey, 

The speaker of the evening was J. 
Macho! of the National Cash Register 
Co., of Dayton, O.; who gave a half 
hour's informal talk on “What; Yiow 
and Why.” It was the intention of 
the speaker to illustrate his talk with 
stereopticon but the slides forwarded 
to him from the factory miscarried in 


George Some way and did not arrive. 


The speaker toid in an interesting 
manner what had been done in the 
past twenty-five years in the history 
ofthe cash register. It was in 1879, 
he said, that a Dayton business man 
in search of health took an ocean 
voyage. Among the passengers on the 
ship was a Boston liquor dealer. As 
the two stood in the engine room 
watching the dial recording the num- 
ber of revolutions of the shaft the 
liquor dealer remarked that if he had 
one of those things on his cash draw- 
er he would be richer when he arrived 
home. This gave the Dayton man the 
idea of the cash register and he re- 
turned home and worked out his idea- 
In the first five years but 28 machines 
were sold. The real genius of the 
cash register however was John 4H. 
Petterson who borrowed $5,000 and 
bonght out the business. ‘He was told 
that he had bought a lemon, and he 
thonght for a time that he had. Bui 
persistance had its reward and the 
cash register came into being. At the 
end of the first seven years he was al- 
most wrecked but he kept at it. It 
took 22 years to sell the first 500,000 
machines and less than two years to 
sell the second 500,000 machines. 

The factory now employs 600 men. | 
It uses 50 tons of punched steel every / 
two days, 6500000 tons of iron casi- 
ings a year, 7,200,000 feet of lumber 
a year, 195723 pounds of tin, etc. The 
speaker outlined the organization at 
the plant. Efficiency was the first 
thought. On the chimney of the fac- 
tory are fhe words “It pays-” This 
immeans that it pays to be efficient. 
Every man is taught to think. If he 
hes an idea he writes it out and places 
it in a box and it is considered. 

He then told how the different de- 
partments at the factory were ar- 
ranged and carried out. He also 
spoke of the library at ‘the plant, the 
garage, playgrounds. school of hygiene’ 
ind for educational research all of 
Which “were for the benefit of - the 
workmen.

Little News From*“the East 

While there must be tremendous 
fighting going on at both ends of the 
long battle tine in East Prussia and 
Bukowina, there is nothing in the way 
of official news to explain how it is 
going. 

Petrograd has issued no statement, 
which is in accord with the custom of 
the general staff when a big battle is 
on. Berlin's report merely mentioned 
that the fighting and pursuit of the 
Russians in the northern zone were 
progressing satisfactorily. 

The one point that stands out in 
Germany's report is that her troops 
have occupied Plock and _. Bielsk. 
These two tewns in northern Poland 
are on the right bank of the Vistula 
and only a few miles east of where 
the Brwica river flows into the larger 
stream. 

Both places were recaptured by the 
Russians a few weeks ago during their 
big flanking movement toward Thorn, 
which was largely responsible for the 
fina! defeat’ of von  Hindenberg’s 
forces before Warsaw. Their cecupa- 
tion by the Germans at this time 
yculd indicate that the Russians in 
this section are withdrawing eastward 
to protect Warsaw from an attack 
trom the East Prussian frontier to the 
north. 

There is continued heavy fighting to 
the south of the Carpathians. In Bu- 
kowina the Russians seem to De stil! 
retreating, but they are holding the 
Carpathian passes further west and 
are putting up a stubborn resistance 
to the Austro-German offensive. 

WeStern Deadlock Continues 

The large number oi trocps which 
the Germans are using in the east, it 
is believed by military observers, will 
prevent for some time any attempt 
by the Germans to break the deadlock 
in the west. 

Although there have been no. events 
of outstanding importance on. this 
front, a long official report of the 
operations of the British force from 
November to the beginning of Febru- 
ary shows that there always is more 
Or less activity there. 

Despite the weather end the state 
of the ground, the report says there 


has been a lot of trench fighting in 


which the Indians and British terri- 
torials distinguished themselves. 

General French, in the report, pays 
high tribute to the Indians, and, ot 
the territerials, says they have far 
more than justified the most sanguine 
hopes entertained of their value in the 
field. The report adds that reinferce- 
ments are arriving regularly.

HSER PEOPLE NEED F000 


Establistetent of War Zone a Last 
Desperate Effort to Have England 
Lift, Embargo—Status of Cargo of 
Wilhelmina Proves to Be Important 
Factor In the Situation 


_London, Keb. 17.—Great Britain 
Will fiatly refuse to-permit foodstuits 
Intended for the German non-com- 


batants to pass through the North 
sea ‘in return for Germany’s ealling 
of her war zone decree, which be- 
comes effective tomorrow. 

Great Hritain will do ail she can 
to starve Germany out. The govern- 
mrent feels that the quickest way to 
end the war-is to adopt the policy the 
north’ applied againgt fife south in 
the American Civil War—to prevent, 
so far as is possible, all foodstuffs 
reaching the enemy's shores. 

The statement in the house of com- 
nons of Winston ‘S.° Churehill, first 
lord of the admiratty, that Great Brit- 
ain would, if necessary, exert the 
whole force of the. British navy to 
keep food away from, Germany, is 
taken to mean that a blockade of all 
German ports will immediately be ‘an- 
nouriced. " : ‘ 

That the British navy can make 
such a Blockade effective cannot be 
doubted, and there would no longer 
be any chance for objection by ‘neutral 
powers that their shipping was being 
interfered with. The right to block- 
ade, ‘providing the blockade be ef- 
fectiv is recognized by the inter- 
natiogia! law of war. 

fe°did not need the official admis- 
sion of Germany to convince the Brit- 
ish’ government that the’ kaiser’s peo- 
ple are in sore straits for food, and 
that the proclamation that all waters 
contiguous to the British Isles would 
be a war zone after Feb. 18, and that 
all enemy murchant ships would be 
ruthlessly destroyed by tHe German 
submarines was. plainly last deg- 
perate effort to compe! Gr rend Britain 
fo lift the embargo. . ; 

The Writish government has shown 
fn many ways that it ds unterritied by 
threats of atta¢ks on shipping, and 
that it has no intention of making the 
slightest concession to Germany. On 
the contrary, there is every, | evidence 
that the admiralty is prepa iring to 
tighten the restrictions upon freight 
Movements towards that countiy. 

Statements in parliament also have 
inditated that Great Britain is deter- 
mined to make reprisals if Germany 
enforces her threat to destroy -mer- 
chant ships, together * with théir 
crews. i 

Preparations ‘are alreaty ‘peing 
made to retaliate against Germany 
by placing under more stringent con- 
trol ships destined ‘to German ports 
and the proclamation declaring 4a 
bicckade of the entire German coast is 
momentarily expected—or if not a 
complete blockade, at Teast a prohi- 
bition of all foodstuffs destined for 
Germany—whether intended’ for the 
civilian population or for army use. 

The cabinet with its military and 
fayal advisers considered this ques- 
tion and-it is understood that the de- 
cision is awaiting’ the formal con- 
firmation of the privy council, from 
which ail proclamations ematate.

FROM MOVING TRAIN. 


| Wireless From Lounsberry to Bing- 
hamton, N. Y., Twenty-six Miles. 


The first completely successful tests 
of the wireless telephone from a moy- 
ing train were mnade Feb. 7, when spo- 
ken messages Were clearly heard twen- 
ty-six miles, from Lounsberry to Bing- 
hamton, N. Y 

More than a year ago this r6ad made 
use of the wirvless to send messages 
from fixed stations to moving trains. 
The receiving apparatus could be op- 
erated on thirty volts, but it required 
110 volts to operate the powerful trans- 
mitter needed 1o transmit the human 

| voice through the air. 

Four months were required to equip 
a train with the sending apparatus, A 

;combination mail and baggage car 
was remodeled in the company’s shops 
at Kingsland to accommodate a five 
horsepower sterm turbine with a gen- 
Pumas belted to the turbi: 1e, taking 125 


pounds of stezia from the locomotive. ! 


| In the first car next to the baggage car 
ie compartinent two fect six inches by 
three feet was provided, where the tel- 
perandt apparatus was placed. 

Wires in conduits carried the high 
tension current from the generator In 
the baggage car to the wireless room. 
The first four cars of the train were 
equipped with aerial wires, eighteen 
inches above the top of the cars and 
from four to five amperes of current 
were produced for radiating purposes. 

The train runs daily between Hobo- 
ken and Buffalo, and the wireless tele- 
phone tests were conducted for several 

weeks, Messeges were telephoned 
| from the movirg train at Lounsberry, 

twenty-six miles west of Binghamton: 
from Vestal, fourteen miles west; from 

Halstead, fourteen miles east; from 

New Milford, twenty miles east, and 

from a point on the road twenty-six 

miles east. All of these messages were 
received and copied at Binghamton 
without difficuity.

Expert Suggestions as to the 
Choice of Spices, 


ADULTERATIONS NOW RARE. 


The Department of Agriculture Ex- 
perts Have Awakened Housewives to 
the Importance of Getting the Best 
Grades of These Condiments. 


Prepared by the United States de- 


partment of agricdftture. 


It is only within the past few years 


adulterating their coffee, cloves. pepper 
and other wares with such products 
as ground cocoa shells, nut shells, vlive 
stones, mineral matter and cereals. The 
manufacture of these so called “fillers,” 
made from various cheap materials, 
ground up and properly colored, had 


grown into quite an industry before | 
the food and drugs act put a stop 


to it. 

Nutmegs, 
whole than ground. The whole nutmeg 
retains Its flavor and can readily be 
grated as needed. _The temptation 
among unscrupulous manufacturers is 
to use moldly or wormy nutmegs in 
making the powdered spice. 

Most housewives who use nutmeg 
and mace are unaware of the fact that 
these two important spices grow on 
the same tree. The nutmeg tree, which 
is cultivated chiefly in the Spice is- 
lands, lying just south of the Philip- 
pines, and to some extent in the West 
Indies, resembles the orange tree with 
Shining, dark green leaves. The fruit 
of this tree is about the size of a peach 
and consists Of » dark brown seed en- 
circled with bands of a lighter brown 
or yellow color. This outer envelope 
of lighter hue constitutes the mace, 
while the kernel of the seed is the 
nutmeg. When the fruit is ripe it is 
gathered by hand. The mace is re- 
moved, cure being taken to keep it as 
whole as possible, and dried in the 
sun, after which it is sometimes sprin- 
kled with salt the better to insure its 

' keeping.

Succession of Victories In 1871 by 
German invaders—Pets of All Kinds 
Went From Cage and Kennel to 
Oven and Soup Kettle.

yc Earthquake Victim Tells Re- 
‘ markable Story of ‘His Experience. 


Michael Caido, the earthquake vic- 
tim who, after being entombed for 
twenty-five days, vas dig out alive 
frem the ruins of his house at Paterno, 
Italy, is rapidly regaining is strength. 
‘He is a farmer, thirty-five years; old. 
Neighbors who. had returned from 
Reme to try to recover some of their 
belongings heard his feeble groans by 
the merest chance, and efforts at once 
were made to rescue him. This, work 
occupied two days. 

Caido’s first exclamation on finding 
himself free was;,“Oh, the light! The 
light! I thought tf had gone blind!” 

He showed. a ravenous eagerness for 
food and drink. After taking a little 
bread and avine he was able to tell the 
story of his imprisonment, He had 
had nothing whatever to eat, and the 
only water he could get was rain and 
imelted snow which trickled down the 
‘walls. 

“When the earthquake shock came,’ 
he said, “I rushed to the middie of the 
liouse, The next moment I was pre- 
cipitated Into the stable dug out un- 
derneath the house. It was pitch dark, 
and all means of escape were cut off. 
I wondered. whether I had lost my 
sight. I kept shouting continuously 
‘for what seemed about, four days. 1 
often heard footsteps, but no ore seem: 
‘ed to hear my calls. ¥Y‘tould move 
‘about a bit, and I’kept feeling around 
in the hope of finding some food; but 
there was nothing to be had. 

“After a time I‘ lay down, féeling’ 
certain I was doortfed th: att.

ORIGIN OF “OLIVER TWIST.” 


Dickens Got His Principal Characters 
From Cruikshank. 

The true story of the origin of “Oli 
ver Twist” is not generally known. It 
2 ¢his: 

After the amazing success of the 
“Pickwick Papers” Dicken$S was tbink- 
ing of following it ap by u stury of 
London life. with which he was more 
familiar than with English country 
life. Just about that time he happened 
to visit the studiv of George Cruik- 
shank and Was shuwn some drawings 
the latter Lad made illustrating tbe 
career of a London thief. There was 
a sketch of Fagin’s den, witb the Art- 
ful Dodger and Master Charley Bates, 
pictures of Bill Sikes and bis dog and 
Nancy Sikes and, lastly, Fagin in the 
condemned cell. 

Dickens was much struck by the pow- 
er of these churacter sketches, and tbe 
result was that be changed the whole 
plot of “Oliver Twist” Instead of 
taking Him through spiritless adven- 
tures in the country he introduced bim 
into the thieves’ den in Lundon, show- 
ed up their life of sin, but brought his 
hero through pure and undefiled. 

Thus it will be seev that George 
Cruiksbunk, vot Churies Dickens, was 
the originator of the leading cbarac- 
ters that appear in “Oliver Twist”— 
Londen Saturday Review. 


HAIR AND VITALITY. 


The One Acts, In a Measure, as an In- 
dex of the Other. 

In the course Of its continuous 
growth the bair records the tide of ¢1- 
tality as it rises and falls in the bedy. 
When a hair is held up to the Ught it 
may be seev to be smaller at some 
places than at others, There way bea 
space of one-eighth of an inch perhaps 
where the bair is su thin us to appear 
ready to break off. 

Such spots indicate an appreciable 
luss of nourishment, a sleepless night 
or an attack of auto-intoxication. In 
the last pamed cases the general vitall- 
ty is interfered with, und the routs of 
the hair, not being developed, are not 


"as strong as otherwise. 


The hair grows until the weight ts 
so gredt that it can no longer De sus- 
tained by the root, and it drops out 
That is why hairs are of different 
lengths. Coarse hair, having large 
roots, will grow long. When tbe vital- 
ity is low all over the body the roots 
are imperfectly developed, and the bair 
is likely to fall out, us in cases of ty- 
phoid fever. 

Dandruff is a parasitic disease, and 
the purasites get down around the root 
of the bair. which becomes diseased. 
That is another reason why the bair 
falls out.—Boston Herald. 


THE PLANET MERCURY. 


It Is Difficult to Weigh, and Its Orbit 
is Very Eccentric. 

Though Mercury is one of the small- 
est of the planets, it is perhaps the 
most troublesome of all to the astron- 
omer. 

It lies so close to the sun that it is 
seen but seldom “in comparison with 
the other great planets. Its orbit is 
very eccentric, and it experiences dis- 
turbances by the attraction of other 
bodies in a way not yet fully under- 
stood. 

A special difficulty has also been 
found in the attempt to place Mercury 
in the weighing scales. We can weigh 
the whole earth. we can weigh the sun. 
the moon and even Jupiter and other 
planets. but Mercury presents difficul- 
ties of a peculinr character. Le Ver- 
rier. however, succeeded in devising a 
method of weizhing it. 

Ife demonstrated that our earth is 
attracted by this planet, and he showed 
bow, the amount of attraction may be 
disclosed by observations of the spn. 
so that from an examination of the 
observations he made an approximate 
determination of the mass of Merctiry. 
"Le Verrier's result indicated that the 


| weight of the planet was about the fif- 


teenth part of the weight of the earth. 
In other words, if our earth was placed 
in a balance and fifteen globes, each 
equal to Mercury, were laid in the 
other the scales would hang evenly.-- 
“Story of the Heavens.”

Washington, Feb. 18.—Uncle Sam 
can wipe out nnemployment by en-' 
abling men to work on federal con- 
struction projects “when business is | 
not brisk,” ded@lared Secretary of La- 
bor Wilson. 


“Put the men to work on land 
reclamation, government buildings | 
and rivers and tharbors improve- | 
merts,” said the secretary. “Let 


ties do the same and there will be 
work all year round for all who want 
to work. 
“Not until 
government is 
Wilson added, 
or possible 

“it is my opinion,” he said, “that 
national, state and municipal govern- 
ments should make appropriations for 
work to complete a job, and not for 
periods. This would enable the funds 
to be used in employing men when in- 
dustries are not brisk, They could 
be given work on rivers and harbors 
improvements, building construction, 
land reclamation and on scores of oth- 
er projects where the government is 
active. 

“But because of the obstacles in the 
ay, | am not prepared to get back of 
this plan now. 

“The greatest obstacle is congress’ 
fear that funds appropriated for any 
length of time will be squandered. 
Another obstacle is the fear that those | 
who have authority to spend the 
money will use it to build up politi- 
cal machines. And congress desires 
to keep its finger-tip on appropria- 
tions.” 

Suggestions that the president is 
“playing politics” by his unemploy- 
ment census and that there are not 
employers seeking employes were de- | 
nied by the secretary. } 

Because the present unemployment 
scheme has been in operation. only a 
short time, he said, he did not have 
full information concerning the num- 
ber of employers seeking help, 
he declared the figures would be pub- 
lished as soon as they were obtained. 

“We are making no pretext of cre- 
ating jobs,” he added. “There are 
always times when business is not 
brisk that men- need jobs and em- 
ployers need workers. Our task is to 
bring the two together. Satisfactory 
replies are being received daily from 
employers and unemployed. 

“We are using all the means at our 
disposal to relieve the situation. We 
are utilizing government facilities 
which have been sleeping, and we be- | 
lieve we are going to be able to do | 
some good.” 

If the plan is the success the offi- 
cials believe it to be, they hope to 
have an unemployment bureau es- 
tablished in the labor department un- 
der the direction of experts.

In 
he year 1835 she entered an institu- 
tion fer the blind in New York and 
graduated with highest honors in 
1842. In 1847 she returned as instruc- 
tor of the higher branches of educa 
tion and remained there until her 
marriage to Professor Alexander M. 
van Alstyne in 1857. Her 8000 hymns 
were all written after she was forty 
years of age. She joined the Metho- 
dist Episcopal church in 1851. In her 
hymns it is interesting to notice how 
many times she speaks of “light” and 
“being led” by Christ.

The public is hereby notified that the Board of Sarvey by virtue 
iof the authority of Chapter 7/4 of the Acts of the year, 114, have 
adopted the {dllowing rules :— 


Rules Concerning the Preparation of Plans and Profiles. 


All plans and profiles submitted to the Board of Survey, must be 
drawn on sheets of tracing cloth cf uniform size, 18 inches high by 31 
inch margin. except on the left 
where it shall be 314 inches. 

Plans should show seale, date, surveyor’s name and address, with 
north point aud names of abutting owners. 

Unless otherwise directed by the City Engineer, the seale of all 
plans must be 40 feet to an inch, the horizontal seale of all profiles 40 
feet to an inch and the vertical scale 6 feet to an inch. 

The plans must give sufficient information to accurately locate 


'the centre or one side of the proposed street so as to connect it. with 
other existing streets in the vicinity. 


They should show ground heights 
at the centre and both sides of streets at each 50 foot station. 

All buildings, walks, drives or other fixtures abutting on or near 
the proposed streets should be shown, if they are affected by the pro- 
The lines of the proposed street and the proposed 


| grades, as well as the figures showing the radii of curves, widths and 
| proposed grades, must be shown in red ink; all other figures and lines 
jan black ink. 


Profiles must show, in addition to. the proposed grade, present 
elevations of the centre of proposed streets every fifty feet. 

All grades must refer to Quiney City Base. 

If a street submitted for approval does. not extend through to 
another street and is likely to be extended in the near future, the plan 
should bz of the whole street, showing the connections with existing 


| or other proposed streets.

The reply closes with an expression 
of the hope that the United States 
may prevail upon Great Britain to ‘‘re- 
turn to the. principles of international 
law recognized prior to, the outbreak 
of the war,” and in particular obtain 
the observance of the London decla- 
ration ‘by belligerents opposed to Ger- 
many. 

' If this were done, the note explains, 

Germany would be enabled to impori 
food supplies and raw materials. 
Germany would recognize in this, 
Says the reply, an invaluable service 
toward a more humane cgnduct of the 
war, and would act in accordance 
with the new situation thus created. 

Washington appreciates the friendly 
but a careful reading has 
shown Germany sternly unyielding, 
and the references to an embargo on 
arms and the suggestion of United 
States warships as convoys of Ameri- 
can ships are received with scant 
favor. ; 

It is hintkd in well informed quar- 
ters that the next Washington note 
will repeat the American contention 
of safety for neutral commerce under 
all recognized usages oi civilized war- 
fare, and will declare in diplomatic 
language that if German submarines 
destroy American lives Germany must 
be prepared to take the consequences 
which such an act entails. 

The German note is regarded as 
clearly evasive on many points, while 
its general tenor is an endeavor to 
shift responsibility for its acts by 
making charges against Hnglahd and 
even against ‘the United States. For 
instance, Germany, while admitting 
that her action «is unusual and certain 
to add hitherto unknown perils and 
horrors to wariaze, makes the claim 
that England is responsible because 
“she has tried to interest a new ally 
on her side in thé shape of hunger.” 

To this the United States can re- 
ply that Engiland’s action, whether 
legitimate war-or not, is directly 
against her enemy, while Germany's 
submarine blockade, though nomi- 
nally directed against England, im- 
perils the lives and property of 
American citizens and in fact of all 
neutral nations engaged in overseas 
conmumerce.

GUNS FOR DEFENSES 


Garrison Asks For Larger Weapons 
With Longer Range 

Washington, Feb. 19.—Guns of 
greater range and power than any 
that could be arrayed against them 
were asked for American coast de- 
fenses, in a report of the army board 
submitted by Secretary Garrison and 
made public by the house appropria- 
tions committee. 

‘The board advised that the old type 
12-inch guns and mortars “are not 
equal im range and power to major 
calibre guns afloat.” 

Garrison recommends the immedi- 
ate improvement of some of the coast 
defenses, so that the range of the old 
12-inch guns could be increased to 
20,000 yards; and the board suggested 
that wherever it was neceSsary to con- 
struct new works the larger guns 
should be 16-inch 45-calibre weapons. 


TAYLOR DEPORTED - 
FOR SECOND TIME 


Man Without a Country Is Sent 
Back to England 


Boston, Feb. 19.—Frederick A. 
Taylor, who arrived in Boston last 
October from London, where he con- 
fessed to stealing war maps atid was 
suspected of being a spy and deported 
by Great Britain on his claim of 
American citizenship, was yesterday 
sent back by United States officials on 
the ground he is a British subject. 

Thus closed the most sensational 
and extraordinary case brought to the 
attention of local immigration au- 
thorities. 

It makes Taylor a man without a 
country and means that he will be 
imprisoned or perhaps shot as a spy or 
once more deported to a country that 
has twice refused him entrance. 

The final decision in the case that 
has claimed the attention of federal! 
officials since Taylor's coming arrived 
at the local immigration station in the 
form of a deportation order from Sec- 
retary of Labor Wilson. 

Two hours later Taylor was a pris- 
oner aboard the Allen liner Pretorian 
and he sailed for Great Britain to face 
death, imprisonment or a life of wan- 
dering.

‘ He Stands With Court 
Chicago, Feb. 19.—Jack Johnson, 

the black champion, is yearning for 

the chicken dinners in Chicago's 

“black belt.” He is not finding life

negotiations with United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Cline to find out just 
what will happen to Johnson if he 
comes back and throws himself on 
the mercy of the federal court. 

Johnson is facing resentence on 
three charges of violation of the Mann 
white slave law and retrial on two 
others. Cline says he made no prom- 
ises. The tederal government is still 
attempting to collect the $15,000 bail 
which was jumped by Johnson when 
he fled to Kurope. 


WIMBORNE SWORN IN 


Famous Polo Player Becomes Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland 

Dublin, Feb. 19.—Baron Wim- 
borne was sworn in as lord lieutenant 
of Ireland at a meeting of the privy 
council in Dublin castle. 

Wimborne succeeds Lord Aberdeen, 
who held the post of lord lieutenant 
for nine years. 

Wimborne was born in 1873. In 
recent years he has represented an 
irish .constituency in the house of 
lords and in the Boer war he was 
given a medal for distinguished ser- 
vice. He is best known in America 
as the man who took the international 
polo cup. back to England in 1914.

BOARD OF SURVEY 


The public is hereby notified that the Board of Sarvey by virtue 
of the authority of Chapter 7/4 ot the Acts of the year, 1914, have 
adopted the following rules :— 


Rules Concerning the Preparation of Plans and Profiles. 


All plans and profiles submitted to the Board of Survey, must be 
drawn on sheets of tracing cloth of uniform size, 18 inches high by 31 
inehes wide inside the border, with 11, inch margin, exeept on the left 
where it shall be 314 inches. 

Plans should show seale, date, surveyor’s name and address, with 
north point and names of abutting owners. 

Unless otherwise directed by the City Engineer, the seale of all 
plans must be 40 feet to an inch, the horizontal scale of all profiles 40 
feet to an inch and the vertical scale 6 feet to an inch. 

The plans must give sufficient information to accurately locate 
ihe centre cr one side of the proposed street so as to connect it with 
other existing streets in the vicinity. They should show ground heights 
at the centre and both sides of streets at each 50 foot station, 

All buildings, walks, drives or other fixtures abutting on or near 
the proposed streets should be shown, if they are affected by the pro- 
posed lay-out. The lines of the proposed street and the proposed 
grades. as well as the figures showing the radii of curves, .widths and 
proposed grades, must be shown in red ink; all other figures and lines 
in black ink. 


Profiles must show, in addition to the proposed me a708. »

All grades must refer to Quiney ( rity Base. j 

If a street submitted for approval does not extend sedge? to 
another street and is likely to be extended in the near future, the plan 
should be of the whole street. showing the connections with existing 
or other proposed streets.

Two of the important Quincy mat- 

ters before the legislature, this year 
have been passed, ‘and have been 
This year 
in the legislature these matters are 
known as special acts. The first of 
these to pass is known as Chapter 29, 
and allows the city’ to appropriate a 
,Sum not, exceeding $10,000 in any ane 
vddr férlihe dity nompiterds 

The second act-is an amendment to 
the chdfter and is known as chapter 
32. This provides that in case of a 
vacancy in the membership of the city 
council, after a majority of the mem- 
bers thereof have taken oath, that the 
vacancy shall be filled by the remain- 
ing members of the council. It also 
provides that if a vacancy oceur in 
the office of the mayor after having 

| taken the oath of office, the president 
of the city counci! shall assume, the 
duties of the office. 

This is taken to mean that when the 
president of the councilassumes the 
duties of the office of mayor that his 
membership in the city council shall 
cease and that the council will fill 
this vacancy ‘in the manner provided, 
and then elect a new president. 

Another act which is of more or 
‘ess interest to Quincy is that which 

allows cities and towns to appropriate 
money for the celebration of holidays.

The Beautiful Profile. 

It is in profile that tle features show 
perfection or defect. A face that to 
front view appears symmetrical may 
in profile present angles and hollows 
and feutures that are too sharply de- 
lineated for beauty. So study your 
side view in the mirror. 

Note whether the side line of the 
head is too long. If it is draw the 
hair a little farther down over the 
temples and if the line of the face is 
too long bring the hair forward a bit. 

Carrying the chin uptilted ever so 
slightly diminishes the apparent lengths 
of the facial outline and seems to elon- 
gate the curve of the throat. If the 
head is tipped a trifle to the side and 
back, presenting a broad side face, a 
good suoulder line is effected, but if 
either throat or face is thin beware. 
Hollows -will deepen, and the line of 
the jaw will become a sharp edge. 

If the neck and face are too fat the 
fat is upt to accumulate at this partic- 
ular point. Sometimes tbe neck is flat 
in frout und bulging at-the sides. Here 
the side view is distinctly not beauti- 
ful. ‘To correct either of these defects 
practice the head bending exercise. 
Bend the head from the base of the 
eck first to one side as fur as possible 
und then to the other, repeating the 
inovelments several times

Drink Plenty of Water. 

If you would have a clear complex- 
ion drink plenty of water between 
meals and exercise out of doors every 
day. 

Cold water stimulates the mem- 
branes of the stomach, and hot water 
soothes them. 

Sipping either is better than swallow- 
ing rapidly, and when the taste of hot 
water is unpalatable a pinch of salt or 
a dash of lemon juice will improve it. 
A pinch of soda with the lemon juice 
is even better. 

A rational habit of drinking water 
will not only improve the health, but 
will preserve it. Water and wilk are 
both very good to keep the kidneys 
acting well. 


For Tender Fest. 

Carbolated vaseline, well rubbed into 
the skin, is said to be excellent for 
frostbites. 

Where the skin is broken zine oxide 
is sometimes very healing. 

White cotton stockings should be 
drawn on the feet, when any cream is 
used. 

Massage after a warm foot bath 
helps to stimulate the circulation 
where there is a proneness to cold feet 
and is a preventive of frostbite. 

A little salt. added to the foot bath 
will harden too delicate skin. 

When Hair Darkens. 

Light hair grows darker as one grows 
older. The woman who is troubled by 
her hair darkening might add the juice 
from half a lemon to next to the last 
rinsing water when she wnhshes her 
hair. If her hair is not too dry it will 
not harm it to put a teaspoonful of 
borax in the shampoo bath. 

A hair restorer is composed of twice 
as much Jamaica rum as castor oil 
and a few drops of either oil of roses 
or lavender. Rub it will into the scalp. 
being careful not to have any more 
than possible touch the hair. 


Sties on the Eyelid. 

Sties are occasioned by the irritation 
of the hair follicle out of which an eye- 
lash springs. They should be opened 
as soon as the pus is formed, for they 
will not get well as long as the pus re- 
mains, 

For inflammation of the follicles and 
scaliness add to an ounce of vaseline 
fifteen grains of precipitated sulphur. 
In applying this ointment it is well to 
warm it a little,

MAY BE - ENTEED 


Probable Extent of American 
~hetion In the the Erelyn Case 


DIPLOMAT $ Wi WILL SEEK FACTS 


Will Be Difficult to Ascertain Wheth- 
er Americam Ship Was Sunk by 
Mine or Submarine—No _ Interna- 
tional Convention In Force Pro- 
hibiting the Laying of Mines 


Washington, Feb. 23.—Washington 
apparently will make no official pro- 
test at this time in relation to the 
sinking of the Evelyn at Borkum. Even 
if it is established that the mine was 
of German origin there seems to be no 
maintainable grounds of complaint. 

The reference in the message from, 


American Consul Fee at Bremen to} 


the destruction of the Evelyn is in- | 
terpreted in some quarters as mean- | 
ing that the vessel was within the. 
territorial waters of Germany when} 
She struck ‘the mine, but the “ofti- | 
cial belief” that a claim for damages | 
against Germany might be made Dy} 
the American owners does not seem | 
warranted. 

The Evelyn was insured by the} 
United States war risk insurance bu- | 
rean and is the tirst vessel lost that | 
has been covered by government aaat 
surance. | 

Secretary Daniels ordered Walter] 
KR. Gherardi, American naval attache 
pt Berlin, to investigate and make a 
full report on the destruction of the 
Evelyn. 

Daniels explained his purpose in ¢i- 
recting an inquiry after the state de- 
partment had called upon the am- 
bassadors at. London and Berlin for 4 
report was to secure technica] in- 
formation which, perhaps, might not 
be included in the ambassadors’ re- 
plies. 

lt was understood that Gherardi 
would be guided entirely by Ambassa- 
dor Gerard in making his investiga- 
tion. 

It was said at the navy department 
that from present indications it wil 
be difficult for the naval officers to s@- 
cure exact information of what actu- 
ally destroyed the Evelyn. 

Unless Captain Smith or some oct 
the members of the crew of the 
steamship actually saw the conning 
tower or periscope of a submarine 
Officials say it. would not be. possible 
to deny that the Evelyn was sunk by 
amine. It was pointed out, how- 
ever, that the German officials might 
disclose to the American nayal offi- 
cer in confidence the map of their 
mine fields in the vicinity where the; 
Evelyn was sunk. 

No Complications 

Chairman Stone of the senate for- 
eign relations committee said he could 
see no complications arising from the 
destruction of the Evelyn. “An 
American vessel,” said Stone, “ven- 
tured into an area known to be 
mined, and, unfortunately, struck 
one. So far it is not known what na- 
tion laid the mine. It is probable 
that a national claim for damares lt 
might be made when all the facts are 
established, but I cannot see how le 
serious complieations could come from 
the incident.” 

The sinking of the Evelyn brought |; 
vividly before official Washington the} 
danger to which American vessels are 
exposed in the waters adjacent to the} 
belligerent coasts of Europe. ‘The 
American note to Germany warning 
that . country against attack on |* 
American vessels in the sea zones of} 
war applied only to submarines. 

Since the outbreak of the war the 
North sea has been’ mined by both 
Germany and Great Britain, and an 
added warning was given to neutral 
commerce by the German reply to 
the Ameriéan note in announcing that 
mines would be strewn in the waters 
surrounding Great Britain and Ire- 
land aad_in the English channel. | 

It was considered unlikely that, be- | 
yond claims for damages, there would | 
be any diplomatic action resulting | 
from the loss of the Evelyn, inas- |, 
much as there is now no internation- 
al convention in force prohibiting the 
laying of mines either for offensive 
or defensive purposes.

Childrén’s Friendships. 

The friendships that children’ ‘form 
have ‘afar deéper influence over their 
lives than many pirents realize. 

It isnot an easy matter to influence 
children; in) the formation of friend- 
shjps, for even at tle beginning that 
seems to be a matter of personal selec- 
tion. There never yet was a child who 
did not Tite the children whom his 
parents talked about as particularly 
Gesirable for companions. If let alone 
he might have chosen them of his own 
accord for playmates, but not after 
hearing too much about their virtues. 

Friendship, like love, can never be 
created by talking too much about. it. 
There are other ways, however, of in- 
filiencihg both boys and girls. and a 
little tact on the mother's part will 
accomplish wonders. It is not always 
pleasaut or convenient to entertain a 
horde of cllildren when only one play- 
mate. would be more desirable, but 
the old saying that there is safety in 
numbers is never better exemplified 
than in the bringing up of children. 
There are more quirrels, to be sure, 
but sensitive edges are rubbed Off 
when exposed to the good natured but 
quite honest criticism of many play- 
mates.

TO AVCID BIG TAX 


Rockefeller Swears He Is Not a Resi- 
dent of Buckeye State 

New York, Feb. 26.—John D. 
Rockefeller testified by deposition, at 
his home at Pocantico Hills, in an ef- 
fort to avoid paying a personal prop- 
erty tax of $1,150,700 levied upon him 
by the authorities of Cuyahoga coun- 
ty; 0; 

Rockefeller testified he was not a 


resident of Ohio and had not been for ; 


the last fifteen years, and that con- 
sequently he could not be taxed in 
that state. 

Rockefeller testified he moved to 
New York from Cleveland in 1885 and 
established his domicile here; that he 
was now a citizen of New York and 
had regularly been asseSsed by the 
proper authorities in this state and 
had paid his taxes regularly in this 
state. 

Rockefeller was assessed on $311,- 


000,000 personal: estate by the au- | 


thorities of Cuyahoga county, on the 
ground that he had spent the greater 
part of the year ending Feb. 1, 1914, 
in the state of Ohio, and that conse- 
quently he had established a legal 
residence there. 


OVERWHELMED BY 


BREAK OF ICE JAM 


Four Men Swept to Death and 
Others Seriously Injured 


Lisbon, N. H., Feb. 26.—four 
men wefe killed and ten others seri- 
ously injured in a rush of ice and 
water in the Ammonoosuc river. 

The accident occurred while a 
wrecking crew was trying to remove 
ice from the flooded track of the 
White Mountain division of the Bos- 
ton and Maine railroad in the mead- 
Ows a mile above this town. 

Henry L. Whitcher, the foreman of 
the crew, Was one of those killed. 


The names of the other three, who; 


were foreigners, are not known. The 
bodies were swirled under the heavy 
ice fioes and swept out of sight down 
Stream, 

So sudden was the rush of water 
that none of the twenty-five men in 
the wrecking crew had any chance to 
avoid the torrent. Nearly all of them 
lost their footing. 

Two men were saved from: death 
in the Winooski river, near Mont- 
pelier, while dynamiting ice in the! 
stream.

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Dainty School Sandwiches. ‘ 
Following are a few delicious sand- 
wiches that will doubtiess prove a wel- 
come addition to the school luneh box 
of any boy or girl: 

Olive Sandwiches.—Slightiy butter 
thin slices of whole wheat bread; 
moisten chopped olives with mayon- 
naise dressing and spread upon the 
buttered slices; spread other slices 
with cream cheese and press together 
in pairs. 

Peanut Sandwiches.—Chop freshly 
roasted peanuts; pound them in a mor- 
tar until smooth and season with salt. 
Serve on lettuce leat between buttered 
white bread. : 

Fruit Sandwiches.—Cut bread, white, 
brown and graham, as thin as possible. 
Use four or five pieces in each sand- 
wich, putting them together so that 
the colors will contrast. Apple butter, 
peanut butter, honey or jam, spread 
thin, may be used as filling. 

Fig Sandwiches.—Chop one fourth of 
a pound of figs fine, add one fourth of 
a cup of water, cook to a smooth paste. 
|Add a few almonds, chopped fine. 
| When cold spread the mixture upon 
whole wheat bread. Raisins, dates or 
marmalade may be used in place of 
the figs. The marmalade, of course, 
_ requires no cooking. 

Fancy Cheese Sandwich.—Spread 
fresh bread with butter, over this 
spread a layer of Brie or other cream 
' cheese, and over the cheese spread a 
layer of honey. Press two similarly 
shaped pieces together and serve at 
once. 


Facts About Soup. 

Soups cannot be made in a hurry. 
All remnants of meat, bones, bacon 
rind, and left over bits of meat of 

every description may be used to make 
stock, which is the foundation of all 
soups. 

Stock must be frequently ‘skimmed 

| during the early stage of the proceed- 
ings. 

Never allow stock or soup to cool in 
the saucepan. The liquid should be 
poured off and strained into an earth- 

; enware bowl. 

The bones should be boiled for two 
or three hours and all the scum re- 
moved before the vegetables are add- 
ed, which should be simmered untii 
tender. 

Do not overboil seup, as this spoils 

| the flavor. 


Casserole Cookery. 

A casserole is a deep, earthenware 
pan with a lid to it. 

i After buying it fill it with cold wa- 
ter and a little soda, put it in the oven 
and let it remain there till the water 
Is nearly boiling. This will cleanse it 
thoroughly and make it last much 
longer. 

If you use a gas oven put the casse- 
role in while it is still quite cool. If 

! you suddenly put it into a very flerce 

oven the casserole may crack. 

Be careful where you place the cas- 
serole when taking it out of the oven. 
If it is stood In the cold sink or any 
other cold place it may crack. 

If you remember these few hints 
‘your casserole will last you many 
| years and you will find it exceedingly 
| useful. 


Baking Hints. 

Do not cover rising bread in bowls 
and tins with a dry cloth. Instead 
cover with a damp cloth which has 
been wrunz out in warm water. In 
' cold weather: the damp cloth should be 
placed over a dry cloth. 

As a result the dough will not dry on 
the top, and the loaves when baked 
will be much more uniform. To pre- 
vent holes appearing in brown bread 
prick twice with a needle, once when 
loaves are placed in tins and once im- 
mediately before the loaves are placed 
in the oven. 


For Bread Makers. 

Bread must always be made in a 
warm place, and all the ingredients 
must be warmed before they are com- 
bined. This is particularly important 
when you are making yeast bread, 

Yeast is a little plant which begins 
to grow when it finds itself in a warm, 
damp place, and as it grows it puffs 
up the flour and makes the bread light. 
If you let it get cold you will stop its 
growth. 


Eggs En Cocottes. 

Butter fireproof cups and put two ta- 
blespoonfuls of cream into each; then 
on this carefully break a newly laid 
egg. Sprinkle a little salt, pepper and 
chopped parsley on the top. Place the

TRANSPORTING GRANITE, 


Editor Daily Ledger: 

Kindly allow me further space in 
your valued paper for a quotation of 
the respective costs of transporting 
paving, building stone, grout, and oth- 
er granite products, with railroad fa- 
cilities of transportation to all our 
quarries to a dock at Atlantic on the 
one hand, aS compared with the pres- 
ent antiquated, and tedious method of 
teaming by the Ox and the Ass, on the 
other.
